chusetts Avenue  and  at  Bellefontaine  Street  and  Massachusetts  Ave- 
nue, and  for  the  purpose  of  operating  trackless  trolley  cars  over 
such  turnback  loop  in  said  parts  of  said  streets;  and

Section  1.  That  Section  21  of  General  Ordinance  No.  87,  1935, 
as  amended,  generally  known  as  the  Taxicab  Ordinance,  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  21.  RATES  OF  FARE.  No  person,  firm 
or  corporation  owning,  operating  or  controlling  any  motor 
vehicle  operated  as  a  taxicab  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  shall  charge  to  exceed  a  schedule  of  rates 
posted  in  each  taxicab.  Each  licensee  shall  cause  a  schedule 
of  rates  charged  for  the  use  of  such  taxicab  to  be  posted 
in  a  conspicuous  place  therein  in  plain  view  of  a  passenger 
seated  in  the  rear  seat  thereof. 
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"No  person,  firm  or  corporation  operating  or  con- 
trolling any  motor  vehicle  operating  as  a  cab  or  taxicab 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  charge 
any  rates  except  in  accordance  with  the  following  sched- 
ule. No  charge  for  taxicab  service  shall  be  less  than 
the  following  schedule: 

"For  the  first  mile  or  fraction  thereof,  ten  cents 
(10c),  and  an  additional  ten  cents  (10c)  for  each  additional 
mile  or  fraction  thereof  covered  in  said  trip,  up  to  a  dis- 
tance of  five  (5)  miles,  with  a  minimum  for  any  trip 
over  five  (5)  miles  inside  the  city  limits  of  fifty  cents 
(50c);  for  each  three  (3)  minutes  waiting  time,  ten 
cents  (10c);  rates  by  the  hour,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
($1.50).  No  charge  for  taxicab  service  shall  be  greater 
than  the  following  schedule:  For  the  first  mile  or  fraction 
thereof,  twenty-five  cents  (25c);  for  each  succeeding  one- 
third  (1/3)  mile  or  fraction  thereof,  fifteen  cents  (15c); 
for  each  additional  person  for  whole  journey,  ten  cents 
(10c);  for  each  three  (3)  minutes  waiting  time,  or  frac- 
tion thereof,  ten  cents  (10c);  rates  by  the  hour,  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents   ($2.50). 

"Waiting  time  shall  include  the  time  when  the  taxi- 
cab  is  not  in  motion  beginning  with  the  arrival  at  the 
place  to  which  it  has  been  called,  or  the  time  consumed  by 
standing  at  the  direction  of  the  passenger,  but  no  charge 
shall  be  made  for  time  lost  for  inefficiency  of  the  taxicab 
or  operator,  or  time  consumed  by  premature  response  to  a 
call.  If  demanded  by  the  passenger,  the  driver  in  charge 
of  a  taxicab  shall  deliver  to  the  person  paying  for  the 
hiring  of  the  same  at  the  time  of.  such  payment  a  receipt 
therefor  in  legible  type  or  writing  containing  the  driver's 
name,  the  cab  number,  taximeter  number,  and  any  items 
for  which  a  charge  is  made,  the  total  amount  paid,  and 
the  date  of  payment. 

"Every  holder  of  a  license  issued  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  ordinance*  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Public 
Safety  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  within  ten  (10)  days 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  schedules,  which 
shall  be  open  to  the  public,  showing  all  rates  and  charges 
which  such  licensee  has  established  and  which  are  enforced 
at  the  time  for  any  service  performed  by  such  licensee 
in  the  operation  of  such  taxicab.  No,  change  shall  there- 
after be  made  in  any  schedule,  except  on  ten   (10)   days 
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notice  to  said  board  and  approval  by  the  board  and  the 
Common  Council.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  licensee  to 
charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive  a  greater  or  less  com- 
pensation for  any  service  performed  by  such  licensee-,  than 
is  specified  in  such  schedule."

It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  place  or  maintain  in  or  upon 
any  public  place  any  obstruction  within  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of  any 
point  where  two  or  more  curb  lines  intersect  and  form  any  inter- 
section of  two  or  more  streets,  or  the  intersection  of  any  street  and 
alley. 

Section  2.  An  obstruction  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance 
shall  include  trees,  shrubs,  news  stands,  rubbish  boxes,  merchandise 
stands,  fences,  embankments,  or  any  other  objects,  but  shall  not 
include  any  such  objects  not  in  excess  of '  forty-four  (44)  inches 
above  the  street  level,  nor  any  such  objects  permitted  and  authorized 
to  be  so  placed,  erected  or  maintained  by  any  provision  of  any  other 
ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
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Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  as  supplemental 
to  any  and  all  other  ordinances  regulating  the  placing  and  main^ 
tenance  of  any  obstructions  as  heretofore  denned,  and  shall  not  be 
interpreted  as  limiting  in  any  manner  the  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in  the  regulation 
of  the  trimming,  removal,  planting  and  cutting  of  trees,  shrubs, 
vines,  hedges  and  plants;  and  shall  not  be  interpreted  as  limiting  in 
any  manner  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation 
in  the  regulation  of  news  stands  and  rubbish  boxes  on  and  upon 
the  sidewalks  of  said  city. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00).    . 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  mayor,  and  publication 
according  to  law.

(f)  Pennsylvania     Street,     from     Sixteenth     Street 
north  to  Westfield  Boulevard. 

(g)  Boulevard    Place,    from    Thirty-eighth     Street 
north  to  Westfield  Boulevard. 

(h)     Broadway,  from  Thirty-eighth  Street  north  to 
Westfield  Boulevard. 
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Provided,  however,  that  motor  vehicle  trucks  of  more  than 
one  and  one-half  (136)  tons  capacity  making  local  deliv- 
eries may  enter  and  use  the  streets  described  in  this  sec- 
tion for  one  block  from  the  place  of  making  such  local 
delivery.

4.  Any  person  (including  any  railroad  company  and  any  loco-

Dear  Sir: 

Complying  with  your  request  of  the  2nd  inst.,  for  a  written 
opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  General  Ordinance  No.  24,  1939,  as 
amended,  passed  May  1,  1939,  regulating  the  management  and 
running  of  engines  or  trains  over  the  crossing  of  the  Belt  Railroad 
and  two  other  railroads,  with  specific  provision  requiring  the  main- 
tenance at  said  crossing  of  a  target  with  tilting  arm,  governing  all 
movements  over  said  crossing,  I  advise  you  that  there  is  considerable 
doubt  whether  the  various  provisions  of  the  Cities  and  Towns  Act 
of  1905,  as  amended,  confer  power  in  the  Common  Council  to  regu- 
late railroad  crossings  of  this  character,  which  do  not  involve  any 
public  highway  where  the  safety  of  the  general  public  is  involved, 
and  there  is  the  further  doubt  whether  the  latter  statute  conferring 
jurisdiction  in  the  Public  Service  Commission  over  the  maintenance 
of  safety  appliances  at  railroad  crossings  has  not  repealed  by  im- 
plication any  possible  power  in  such  respect  that  may  have  been 
previously  conferred  upon  the  Common  Council. 

Since  the  courts  have  not  yet  passed  upon  this  question  of 
possible  conflict  in  jurisdiction,  there  exists  at  least  color  of  law 
for  the  Common  Council  to  pass  an  ordinance  of  this  character 
upon  the  theory  that  it  relates  to  the  safety  of  persons  riding 
upon  trains  over  this  particular  crossing,  and  I  believe  the  validity 
of  the  ordinance  on  this  question  may  well  be  left  for  the  courts  to 
determine  whenever  such  question  may  arise. 

Since  the  subject  matter  of  this  ordinance,  however,  is  pri- 
marily intended  to  benefit  the  railroad  companies  involved,  and  does 
not  involve  any  public  street  of  the  city,  it  is  my  opinion  that  you 
should  veto  the  ordinance  as  now  drawn,  with  the  suggestion  that 
the  Common  Council  may  cause  a  new  ordinance  to  be  introduced 
whereby  Clause  1  of  the  ordinance  shall  have  added  thereto  an  addi- 
tional sentence  reading  in  substance  as  follows: 

"Such  crossing  target  shall  be  installed  and  oper- 
ated and  at  all  times  maintained  by  the  aforesaid  railroad 
companies,  who  may  determine  by  mutual  agreement  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  may  be  effected." 
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The  above  amendment  will  make  clear  that  the  city  is  under 
no  obligation  either  to  install  or  maintain  such  device  and  thus 
relieve  the  city  from  possible  liability  in  the  event  the  device  should 
become  defective  and  fail  to  work,  and  also  the  expense  will  be 
properly  placed  on  the  railroads  where  it  belongs. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  this  opinion  in  the  event  you  desire  to 
attach  it  to  the  message  you  send  to  the  Common  Council,  and  I 
also,  with  your  permission,  am  mailing  a  copy  to  Mr.  Daniels,  in 
the  event  the  railroads  desire  to  present  an  amended  ordinance.

assessments  waivers  were  signed  by  the  property  owners,  and  there- 
upon bonds  were  issued  by  the  city.  In  order  to  secure  money  on 
these  bonds  to  pay  property  owners  damages  where  property  had  been 
taken  in  widening  the  street,  money  from  prepayments  of  street 
assessments,  held  by  the  city  treasurer,  was  invested  in  these  bonds, 
as  authorized  by  law,  and  it  is  now  necessary  to  enforce  payment 
of  delinquent  assessments  in  order  to  take  up  these  bonds  and  repay 
that  money. 

Under  an  act  of  the  legislature  in  1932,  employment  of  special 
counsel  in  such  matters  was  authorized,  and  counsel  have  been 
serving  in  collecting  delinquent  assessments  upon  which  no  waivers 
were  signed;  so  this  ordinance  merely  supplements  that  employment 
to  include  their  services  on  waivered  assessments.  All  payment  of 
special  attorneys  will  be  made  by  fees  allowed  by  the  court  as  part 
of  the  costs  of  collection,  and  the  city  will  "not  be  involved  in  any 
direct  expenditure  therefor.  This  work  is  of  a  special  type  and 
requires  so  much  time  and  detail  that  the  members  of  the  city  legal 
department  cannot   well   handle   it.

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INTRODUCTION  OF  APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCES

APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  No.  6,  1939 

AN  ORDINANCE  appropriating  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Seven

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY

resolution  number  14054,  roll  number  1449,  and  may  hereafter 
have  other  similar  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  now  has  on  hand,  as  a  result 
of  such  reinvestment  of  prepaid  Barrett  Law  funds,  certain 
delinquent  and  unpaid  Barrett  Law  bonds  in  a  large  sum 
on   said  improvement;   and 

•  WHEREAS,  said  bonds  are  or  may  become  delinquent  because  of 
the  non-payment  of  certain  assessments  against  real  estate 
upon  which  waivers  were  executed  and  said  bonds  are  a  lien; 
and 

WHEREAS,  said  delinquent  assessments  can  only  be  collected  by 
legal  action,  as  provided  by  statute,  and  such  legal  action 
would  involve  a  large  amount  of  work,  and  the  present 
legal  staff  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  not  large  enough  to 
adequately  do  such  work,  because  of  many  other  duties,  and 
by  reason  of  the  premises  it  is  necessary  that  additional  as- 
sistants be  obtained  by  the  legal  department  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  in  order  that  said  bonds  may  be  collected; 

NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 

OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 
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Section  1.  To  meet  the  situation,  as  set  forth  in  the  fore- 
going preamble,  said  preamble  is  hereby  adopted  and  included 
herein  by  this  reference  thereto. 

Section  2.  That  the  mayor  and  the  corporation  counsel  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  employ  and  execute  contracts  with  special  legal  counsel  to  rep- 
resent said  city,  in  co-operation  with  the  legal*  department  thereof, 
in  all  matters  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  enforcement  and  collec- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  delinquent  assessments,  and  any  similar  ones, 
and  in  said  contract  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expense  of 
said  collection,  including  court  costs  and  attorney's  fees;  which  said 
attorney's  fees  shall,  however,  be  contingent  upon  the  recovery  of 
judgments  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  said  respective  assess- 
ments, including  therein  attorney's  fees  as  provided  by  statute,  or 
upon  the  payment  of  such  assessments  and  attorney's  fees  by  prop- 
erty owners  without  foreclosure,  and  said  attorney's  fees,  so  to  be 
paid  to  said  special  legal  counsel,  shall  be  paid  solely  out  of  such 
payments  thereof  by  said  property  owners  or  others  and  shall  not 
be  obligations  of  said  city,  and  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  allowed 
and  collected  in  any  judgment  or  settlement  of  said  assessments. 
Said  contract  may  provide  for  the  retention  by  said  special  attorneys 
of  sums  paid  by  property  owners  on  account  of  attorney's  fees  and 
of  any  expenses  of  foreclosure  advanced  or  incurred  by  such  at- 
torneys.

York,  Chicago,  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company;  and  fixing 
a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 
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WHEREAS,  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  being  Chapter  82,  p.  144,  of  the  Acts  of  1905,  as 
amended  and  supplemented  by  subsequent  acts,  there  were 
provided  a  method  and  proceedings  for  track  elevations  in  cities 
of  the  first  class,  the  said  act  providing  that  a  certain  pro- 
portion of  the  total  cost  of  such  track  elevation  should  be  ap- 
portioned by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  among  and  be  paid 
by  the  railroad  or  railroads  whose  tracks  should  be  affected, 
and  further,  that  upon  default  in  payment  thereof  the  default- 
ing railroad's  portion  of  such  cost  may  be  placed  upon  the 
tax  duplicate  and  collected  as  are  special  assessments;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  said  statutes,  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  on  the  22nd 
day  of  March,  1911,  adopted  its  original  resolution  No.  7  for 
the  elevation  of  certain  portions  of  the  tracks  of  several  rail- 
roads, and  thereafter  supplemented  such  project  by  supple- 
mental resolutions  and  by  agreements  with  the  railroads  af- 
fected thereby,  pursuant  to  all  of  which  said  work  was  duly 
commenced  and  was  completed  about  the  29th  day  of  June,  1925, 
and  of  the  total  cost  of  said  track  elevation  the  share  of  said 
expense  duly  allotted  and  to  be  borne  by  the  New  York, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  was  fixed  at  Ninety- 
eight  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Ninety-one  Dollars  and  Eighty- 
seven  Cents   ($98,291.87);  and 

WHEREAS,  said  railroad  has  refused  and  failed  to  pay  said  assess- 
ment, after  being  duly  notified  to  pay  the  same,  it  was  placed 
on  the  tax  duplicate  of  said  railroad,  as  provided  by  law,  and 
it  became  necessary  for  said  city  to  file  its  action  to  collect 
the  same,  which  action  is  now  pending  in  the  Marion  Circuit 
Court;  and 

WHEREAS,  such  legal  action  will  involve  a  large  amount  of  work, 
and  the  present  legal  staff  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  not 
large  enough  to  adequately  do  such  work,  because  of  the  many 
other  duties  devolving  upon  it,  and  by  reason  of  the  premises 
it  is  deemed  necessary  that  additional  special  assistants  be 
obtained  by  the  legal  department  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
in  order  that  said  action  may  be  duly  prosecuted  and  said 
assessment  may  be  collected;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 
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Section  1.  To  meet  the  situation  as  set  forth  in  the  foregoing 
preamble,  said  preamble  is  hereby  adopted  and  included  herein  by 
this  reference  thereto. 

Section  2.  That  the  mayor  and  the  corporation  counsel  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  employ  and  execute  contracts  with  special  legal  counsel  to  rep- 
resent said  city,  in  co-operation  with  the  legal  department  thereof, 
in  all  matters  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  enforcement  and  collec- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  assessment  against  said  railroad  company  for 
the  aforesaid  track  elevation,  and  in  said  contract  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  said  collection,  including  court 
costs  and  attorney's  fees,  which  said  attorney's  fees  of  special  counsel, 
however,  shall  be  contingent  upon  the  recovery  and  payment  of  a 
judgment,  or  settlement  by  compromise,  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
for   said   assessment,   and   the   inclusion   therein    of   attorney's   fees. 

Section  3.  Any  attorney's  fees  so  payable  under  such  con- 
tract by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  such  special  legal  counsel  shall 
be  paid  solely  out  of  the  amount  so  allowed  and  collected  by  the 
said  city  on  any  judgment  that  may  be  rendered  on  said  assessment, 
or  in  any  compromise  and  settlement  of  said  claim,  and  shall  not 
constitute  any  obligation  of  the  city  if  not  so  collected  from  said 
railroad  company;  and  any  such  attorney's  fees  so  paid  by  the  city 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  recovered  and  collected  by  the  city  as 
attorney's  fees  in  the  action  and  claim  upon  said  assessment,  and 
any  residue  thereof  shall  belong  to  the  city  as  a  part  of  its  general 
fund.

to  be  purchased  from  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  or  bidders,  whose 
bids  have  heretofore  been  received  and  opened  in  public  by  said 
board  after  advertisement  therefor,  and  the  total  cost  of  such  ma- 
terials and  supplies  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  Thirty-one  Hundred 
Eighty  Dollars  ($3180.00),  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Gasoline  Tax  funds 
heretofore  appropriated  for  use  by  said  board.

That  the  City  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  negotiate  a  temporary  loan 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Firemen's 
Pension  Fund  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  anticipation  of 
the  current  taxes  for  said  Firemen's  Pension  Fund  actually  levied  in

GENERAL   ORDINANCE   NO.   53,   1939 

AN  ORDINANCE  establishing  a  certain  passenger  and/or  loading 
zone  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  26  of  General  Ordinance  No.  96-1928,  as  amended  by 
General  Ordinance  No.  31-1931,  as  amended  by  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  58-1931,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take 
effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  owners  or 
tenants  of  certain  premises  fronting  on  certain  public  streets  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  with  ingress  and  egress  for  passengers,  materials 
and  merchandise  coming  to  or  going  from  such  premises,  such 
owners  or  occupants  having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
26  of  General  Ordinance  No.  96-1928,  as  amended  by  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  31-1931,  as  amended  by  General  Ordinance  No.  58-1931, 
relative  to  the  establishment  of  passenger  and/or  loading  zones,  at 


L 
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the  place  hereinafter  set  out,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  having 
caused  investigation  to  be  made  thereof  and  having  recommended 
the  establishment,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  ordinance, 
the  following  passenger  and/or  loading  zone  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  established  in  the   City  of  Indianapolis,  to-wit: 

An  18  foot  zone  in  front  of  15  West  Maryland  Street, 
said  premises  being  occupied  by  the  Star  Millinery 
Company. 

Section  2.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  mayor.

GENERAL   ORDINANCE    NO.    54,    1939 

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  the  regulation  of  the  deposit  of 
refuse  matter  upon  private  property,  the  payment  of  fees  and 
the  granting  of  permits,  providing  for  penalties  for  violation 
thereof;  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHERAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
deem  it  necessary,  in  order  to  protect  the  public  health,  provide 
for  public  safety  from  fire  and  other  dangers,  conserve  the 
value  of  property  in  the  city,  and  promote  the  morals  and 
general  welfare  of  the  city;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF   INDIANAPOLIS,    INDIANA: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  invite,  en- 
courage, permit  or  suffer  any  person  to  deposit  any  refuse  matter, 
as  hereinafter  defined,  upon  real  estate  in  his  possession,  ownership 
or  control  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  to  do  so  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Section  2.  Whenever  in  this  ordinance  the  following  terms  are 
used,  they  shall  have  the  meaning  respectively  ascribed  ^.to  them  in 
this    section: 
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(a)    Person   shall  be   any  natural  individual,  a  cor- 
poration, association  or  partnership. 


(b)  Refuse  matter  shall  be  all  trash,  rubbish,  tin 
cans,  tinware,  other  metallic  substances,  bottles,  glass- 
ware, earthware,  ashes,  asphalt  roofing,  electric  batteries, 
and  all  other  discarded  substances  whether  of  value  or 
not;  but  refuse  matter  shall  not  be  dirt  free  from  such 
substances  heretofore  enumerated;  or  garbage  including 
vegetable  and  animal  offal,  carcasses  of  dead  animals  and 
all  other  putrescrible  wastes;  or  combustible  waste,  includ- 
ing paper,  rags,  excelsior,  wood,  grass,  leaves  and  other 
waste  substance  capable  of  ready  incineration. 

Section  3.  Any  person  desiring  to  allow  property  in  his  posses- 
sion, control  or  ownership  to  be  used  by  one  or  more  persons  for 
the  purpose  of  depositing  refuse  matter  as  hereinbefore  denned, 
shall  first  file  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  a  verified  application  signed  by  the  applicant 
upon  a  form  to  be  furnished  and  approved  by  said  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation,  which  application  shall  contain  a  description  of 
the  real  estate  intended  to  be  used  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  matter, 
and  the  following  information:  (1)  name  of  applicant;  (2)  name  of 
owner  or  owners  of  such  property;  (3)  name  of  the  lessee  of  such 
property,  if  leased;  (4)  whether  such  property  has  ever  been  used 
for  such  purpose  in  the  past;  (5)  whether  such  property  has  any 
improvements  thereon  for  the  purpose  of  habitation;  (6)  how  ingress 
and  egress  to  such  property  is  to  be  obtained;  (7)  what  hours  dur- 
ing the  day  such  property  is  intended  to  be  used  for  such  purposes; 
(8)  the  approximate  level  of  such  property  in  relation  to  the  level 
of  abutting  property,  streets  and  alleys;  and  any  other  information 
as  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  may  require  not  in- 
consistent   with   this    ordinance. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  upon 
receiving  any  application  as  provided  for  in  Section  3  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  cause  to  be  made  an  examination  of  said  application  and 
an  inspection  of  such  real  estate  intended  to  be  used  for  such  pur- 
pose, and  if,  upon  finding  that  such  application  is  properly  executed 
and  that  the  real  estate  described  in  said  application  is  lower  than 
the  average  level  of  the  adjoining  property  within  the  radius  of  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  of  said  described  real  estate,  then  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  Sanitation  shall  issue  a  permit  to  any  such  appli- 
cant, subject  to  the  conditions  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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Section  5.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  granted  upon  any  appli- 
cation as  provided  for  in  Section  4  of  this  ordinance,  the  applicant 
shall  pay  a  fee  of  Five  Dollars  (5.00)  in  the  office  of  the  city  con- 
troller and  file  a  surety  bond  with  the  city  controller,  payable  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  conditions 
of  said  permit.  The  conditions  of  said  permit  shall  be  as  follows: 
(a)  The  permit  shall  not  be  in  force  and  effect  after  the  expiration 
of  one  year  from  the  date  it  was  granted,  (b)  A  permit  shall  be 
assigned  upon  the  consent  granted  in  writing  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  Sanitation,  (c)  The  person  to  whom  the  permit 
is  granted  shall  not  permit  or  suffer  any  refuse  matter  to  be  de- 
posited upon  such  real  estate  to  a  height  in  excess  of  the  grade  line 
established  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation.  The 
Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  shall  determine  such  grade 
line  not  to  be  in  excess  of  the  average  line  of  level  of  adjoining 
property  within  a  radius  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  such  real 
estate,  (d)  An  attendant  shall  be  on  duty  during  all  hours  in  which 
depositing  is  permitted,  (e)  An  appropriate  sign  shall  be  posted  in 
a  conspicuous  place  on  said  real  estate,  indicating  the  hours  during 
which  refuse  matter  may  be  deposited,  (f)  The  person  to  whom 
any  permit  is  granted  shall  not  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 


Section  6.  Any  permit  granted  as  heretofore  provided  for  may 
be  revoked  by  the  mayor  for  the  violation  of  the  conditions  of  such 
permit. 


Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deposit  refuse 
matter  upon  the  property  of  any  other  person  unless  such  other 
person  shall  consent  and  have  a  permit  which  is  in  full  force  and 
effect,  as  heretofore  provided  for  in  this  ordinance.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  deposit  any  refuse  matter  upon  any  prop- 
erty for  which  a  permit  is  granted  during  any  hours  not  provided 
for  in  such  permit,  or  at  any  time  when  an  attendant  is  not  present 
upon  such  real  estate. 


Section  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  holder  of  a  permit,  as 
provided  for  in  this  ordinance,  to  permit  or  suffer  any  garbage, 
including  vegetable  and  animal  offal,  carcasses  of  dead  animals,  and 
all  other  putrescrible  waste;  or  any  combustible  waste,  including 
paper,  rags,  excelsior,  wood,  grass,  leaves  and  other  waste  substance 
capable  of  ready  incineration. 
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Section  9.  This  ordinance  shall  not  be  interpreted  as  applying 
to  the  deposit  of  refuse  matter  for  the  purpose  only  of  temporary 
storage.  This  ordinance  shall  in  no  way  repeal  or  modify  any  pro- 
vision of  General  Ordinance  No.  114-1922,  as  amended  and  known 
as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  or  any  provision  of  any  ordinance  pertain- 
ing to  garbage  or  the  deposit  of  material  upon  streets,  alleys,  side- 
walks or  public  places.  If  any  section,  sub-section,  sentence,  clause 
or  phrase  of  this  ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional or  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  deci- 
sion shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of  this 
ordinance,  but  the  same  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 
The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  hereby  declares 
that  it  would  have  passed  this  ordinance  and  each  section,  sub- 
section, sentence,  clause,  and  phrase  thereof  irrespective  of  the  fact 
that  any  one  or  more  sections,  sub-sections,  sentences,  clauses,  or 
phrases  be  declared  unconstitutional   or  invalid. 

Section  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  con- 
viction, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300.00),  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days. 

Section  11.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  thirty 
(30)  days  from  and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  mayor,  and 
publication  according  to  law.

city  government;  and  fixing  and  establishing  the  annual  rate 
of  taxation  and  tax  levy  for  the  year  1939  for  each  fund  for 
which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and  fixing  a  time  when 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1940,  the  fol- 
lowing sums  of  money  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein 
named  and  for  the  purposes  herein  specified,  subject  to  the  laws  gov- 
erning the  same.  Such  sums  herein  appropriated  shall  be  held  to  in- 
clude all  expenditures  authorized  to  be  made  during  the  year,  unless 
otherwise  expressly  stipulated  and  provided  for  by  law. 

Section  2.  (a)  That  for  said  fiscal  year  there  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city,  except  those  sums 
appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column  headed  "Gas  Tax,"  the  sums 
as  hereinafter  appear  in  this  section  for  the  purposes  herein  named. 

(b)  That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  State  of  Indiana  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1940  and 
allocated  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  license  fees,  or  taxes,  on  gasoline,  motor  vehicles  and  other 
sources  connected  therewith,  and  constituting  a  "S'pecial  Street  Fund" 
for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets  and  bridges  within  said 
city,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  public  streets,  all  as 
provided  by  law,  which  special  fund  does  not  affect  or  involve  any 
special  levy  or  rate,  of  taxes,  for  said  city,  there  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated and  allocated  the  sums  appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column 
headed  "Gas  Tax,"  of  the  herein  schedules  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation — Administration,  City  Engineer,  Street  Com- 
missioner, Municipal  Garage,  and  Gamewell  Department,  to  said 
departments  of  said  city  for  uses  germane  to  the  purpose  of  said 
special  fund  and  for  the  several  purposes  as  hereinafter  set  out  in 
said  schedules  of  said  departments.

That  all  motor  vehicles  except  passenger  vehicles, 
motor  buses  devoted  to  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire,  motor- 
cycles and  motor  scooters  are  hereby  prohibited  from  the  use  of  the 
following  streets  located  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to-wit: 

(a)  Meridian  Street,  from  16th  Street  north  to  the  city 
limits ; 

(b)  Maple  Road  Boulevard,  from  the  city  limits  on  the 
west  to  Fall  Creek; 

(c)  Westfield  Boulevard,  from  College  Avenue  to  Sunset 
Avenue ; 

(d)  Washington    Boulevard,   from   Fall   Creek   Parkway, 
North  Drive,  to  Westfield  Boulevard. 

Provided,  however,  that  motor  vehicle  trucks  making  local  de- 
liveries may  enter  and  use  any  of  said  above  described  streets  within 
one   (1)   block  of  the  place  where  such  local  delivery  is  to  be  made.

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(c)  College    Avenue,  from    Ninth    Street    north  to  city- 
limits  ; 

(d)  Central  Avenue,  from  Fort  Wayne  Avenue  north  to 
Westfield  Boulevard; 

(e)  Capitol  Avenue,  from  Sixteenth  Street  north  to  West- 
field  Boulevard; 

(f)  Pennsylvania  Street,  from  Sixteenth  Street  north  to 
Westfield  Boulevard; 

(g)      Boulevard  Place,  from  Mjaple  Road  Boulevard  north 
to  Westfield  Boulevard; 

(h)      Broadway,  from    Maple    Road    Boulevard  north  to 
Westfield  Boulevard. 


Provided,  however,  that  motor  vehicle  trucks  of  more  than  one 
and  one-half  (1^)  tons  capacity  making  local  deliveries  may  enter 
and  use  the  streets  described  in  this  section  for  one  (1)  block  from 
the  place  of  making  such  local  delivery. 

Section  3.  The  owner  of  any  motor  vehicle  truck  of  more  than 
one  and  one-half  (l1/^)  tons  capacity  used  primarily  for  the  purpose 
of  making  local  deliveries  may  file  with  the  City  Controller  an  ap- 
plication on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  City  Controller  for  a  special 
permit  to  allow  any  such  motor  vehicle  truck  to  use  the  streets  de- 
scribed in  section  two  of  this  ordinance.  Such  application  shall  state 
the  necessity  for  the  granting  of  a  special  permit.  If  the  City  Con- 
troller deems  that  a  necessity  exists  for  the  granting  of  a  special 
permit,  such  permit  shall  be  granted  upon  the  payment  of  a  fifty 
cents  ($.50)  fee  into  the  office  of  the  City  Controller.  A  certificate 
shall  be  issued  for  each  special  permit  granted.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  the  operator  of  any  motor  vehicle  for  which  a  special  permit  has 
been  granted  to  use  any  of  the  streets  described  in  section  two  (2) 
of  this  ordinance,  unless  said  special  permit  is  displayed  upon  the 
windshield  of  said  motor  vehicle  truck.  No  special  permit  shall  be 
transferred  from  one  motor  truck  to  another  motor  truck.

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Section  1.  That  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  is  hereby 
authorized  to  sell,  alienate  and  convey  for  cash,  at  public  or  private 
sale,  for  not  less  than  the  appraised  value  thereof,  which  value  is  to 
be  hereafter  determined  by  appraisers  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  as  required  by  law,  the  fol- 
lowing real  estate  belonging  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  to-wit:

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GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  59,  1939 

AN  ORDINANCE  establishing  the  annual  budget  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1, 
1940,  and  ending  December  31,  1940,  appropriating  monies  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  and  all  outstanding  claims 
and  obligations  of  the  several  departments  and  officials  of  the 
city  government;  and  fixing  and  establishing  the  annual  rate 
of  taxation  and  tax  levy  for  the  year  1939  for  each  fund  for 
which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and  fixing  a  time  when 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1940,  the  fol- 
lowing sums  of  money  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein 
named  and  for  the  purposes  herein  specified,  subject  to  the  laws  gov- 
erning the  same.  Such  sums  herein  appropriated  shall  be  held  to  in- 
clude all  expenditures  authorized  to  be  made  during  the  year,  unless 
otherwise  expressly  stipulated  and  provided  for  by  law. 

Section  2.  (a)  That  for  said  fiscal  year  there  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city,  except  those  sums 
appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column  headed  "Gas  Tax,"  the  sums 
as  hereinafter  appear  in  this  section  for  the  purposes  herein  named. 


(b)  That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  State  of  Indiana  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1940  and 
allocated  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  license  fees,  or  taxes,  on  gasoline,  motor  vehicles  and  other 
sources  connected  therewith,  and  constituting  a  "Special  Street  Fund" 
for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets  and  bridges  within  said 
city,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  public  streets,  all  as 
provided  by  law,  which  special  fund  does  not  affect  or  involve  any 
special  levy  or  rate,  of  taxes,  for  said  city,  there  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated and  allocated  the  sums  appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column 
headed  "Gas  Tax,"  of  the  herein  schedules  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation — Administration,  City  Engineer,  Street  Com- 
missioner, Municipal  Garage,  Gamewell  Department,  and  Park  Depart- 
ment, to  said  departments  of  said  city  for  uses  germane  to  the  pur- 
pose of  said  special  fund  and  for  the  several  purposes  as  hereinafter 
set  out  in  said  schedules  of  said  departments.

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PUBLIC  LIGHTING  CONTRACT 

THIS  MEMORANDUM  OF  AGREEMENT,  made  and  entered 
into,  in  duplicate,  this  6th  day  of  September,  1939,  by  and  between 
the  INDIANAPOLIS  POWER  &  LIGHT  COMPANY,  a  corporation, 
organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
hereinafter  called  the  COMPANY,  and  the  CITY  OF  INDIANAP- 
OLIS, County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  by  and  through  its  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation,  hereinafter  called  the  BOARD, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporations," 
approved  March  6,  1905,  and  all  acts  supplemental  or  amendatory, 
thereto,  WITNESSETH: 

1.  AGREEMENT: 

That  the  Company,  in  consideration  of  the  payments  of  the 
several  sums  of  money,  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  hereby  covenants 
and  agrees  to  furnish  and  supply  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  in 
its  corporate  capacity,  with  electric  lights  of  the  number,  kind  and 
standard  hereinafter  specified,  and  to  furnish  and  supply  current 
for  light  and  power  for  all  public  buildings,  public  equipment  and 
other  public  places,  including  maintenance  as  specified  herein,  upon 
the  conditions  and  stipulations  and  subject  to  the  limitations  as 
hereinafter  set  forth;  and  the  City,  on  its  part,  expressly  covenants 
and  agrees  that  it  will  not  use  flight  or  power  for  the  above  pur- 
poses from  any  other  source  during  the  term  of  this  contract,  except 
that  the  City  may  continue  to  generate  and  furnish  light  and  power 
for  such  of  its  own  requirements  as  it  is  now  supplying,  including, 
in  addition  thereto,  any  additions  or  enlargements  to  its  Sanitation 
Plant  and/or  any  of  its  City  Hospital  Medical  Center  Units. 

2.  COMPANY  TO  FURNISH  EQUIPMENT: 

That  the  Company  shall  furnish  for  use  in  the  performance  of 
this  contract,  all  the  necessary  materials,  labor,  plant,  machinery 
and  appliances,  and  construct,  operate  and  maintain  the  same  in 
such  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  subways  and  other  public  places  in  said 
city  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct 
during  the  life  of  this  contract:  Provided,  however,  that  the  number 
of  lights  to  be  operated  and  maintained  by  the  Company  shall  not 
be  at  any  time  less  than  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  specifications 
attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  contract. 
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3.  TERM  OF  CONTRACT: 

That  the  contract  term  for  lighting  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys 
and  other  public  places  of  the  City  as  herein  provided,  shall  begin 
at  12  o'clock  noon  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1939,  and  continue 
for  and  during  the  term  of  ten  (10)  years,  ending  at  12  o'clock 
noon  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1949. 

4.  WORK  IN  STREETS  AND  ALLEYS— MOVING  POLES: 

The  work  of  construction,  reconstruction  or  repair  of  any  such 
part  of  the  Company's  plant  and  equipment  as  is  located  in  any  part 
of  the  streets,  alleys  and  other  public  places,  including  the  cutting 
into  and  repair  of  streets  and  pavement,  the  location  or  relocation 
of  plant,  lines,  lamps,  poles,  conduits  and  all  other  equipment  in  the 
public  streets,  alleys,  places  and  buildings,  shall  be  done  under  the 
supervision  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  order  changes  from  time  to  time 
in  the  location  of  any  part  of  the  Street  Lighting  System,  or  other 
equipment  described  in  the  Specifications  hereinafter  referred  to, 
whenever  such  equipment  is  obstructing  public  improvements  pro- 
posed by  the  City.  The  Company  agrees  that  it  will  move,  upon 
written  direction  of  the  Board,  a  maximum  of  ten  (10)  light  stand- 
ards and  twenty-five  (25)  overhead  light  poles  (with  equipment) 
each  year  during  the  term  of  this  contract  without  making  any 
charge  for  such  changes. 

In  case  the  Company  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  such  orders 
of  the  Board  with  respect  to  moving  poles  without  charge,  the  Board 
is  hereby  authorized  to  perform  such  work  and  charge  the  costs 
thereof  to  the  Company,  and  may  deduct  the  same  from  any  moneys 
due  or  which  may  become  due  to  the  Company. 

All  other  changes  in  location  of  portions  of  Company's  Street 
Lighting  System  or  other  equipment  described  in  the  Specifications 
and  located  in  streets,  alleys  or  other  public  places  necessitated  by 
proposed  public  improvements  shall  be  made  by  the  Company  at  the 
expense  of  the  City,  such  expense  to  be  estimated  in  advance  by  the 
Company  upon  the  basis  set  out  in  Section  7  of  said  Specifications. 

No  standards,  poles,  guy  studs  or  other  portion  of  the  Com- 
pany's Street  Lighting  System  now  located  in  streets,  alleys  or  other 
public  places,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  located  therein  with  the 
approval  or  at  the  direction  of  the  Board,  shall  be  relocated  to  suit 
the  convenience  of  any  private  person,  except  upon  written  order  of 
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the  Board.  The  expense  of  such  change  or  relocation  shall  be  esti- 
mated in  advance  by  the  Company,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board;  and  the  Board,  in  the  order  directing  the  change,  shall  deter- 
mine and  fix  the  portion  of  such  expense  that  the  person  requesting 
such  change  shall  pay  to  the  Company  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
same.  The  Company  agrees  that  it  will  as  nearly  as  possible  restore 
or  cause  to  be  restored,  all  streets,  alleys  and  other  public  places  to 
the  same  condition  after  the  completion  of  any  of  its  work,  as  they 
were  in  before  being  disturbed;  that  it  will  at  all  times  make  or 
cause  to  be  made,  any  and  all  repairs  which  may  be  necessary  to 
any  pavement  or  any  street,  alley  or  other  public  place  by  reason 
of  the  same  having  been  excavated  or  disturbed  by  the  Company 
in  the  prosecution  of  its  work;  that  it  will  not,  except  upon  emergen- 
cies, cut  or  enter  into  any  street,  alley  or  other  public  place  without 
having  first  prepared  and  filed  with  the  Board,  maps,  plans  and 
specifications,  showing  what  is  contemplated,  and  having  obtained 
the  written  consent,  approval  and  permit  of  the  Board  thereto,  and 
having  paid  the  permit  fees  required  by  ordinance. 

5.  PROTECTION  ON  WOEK: 

That  the  Company  shall  not  at  any  time  open  or  encumber 
any  more  of  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  other  public  place  than 
shall  be  necessary  to  enable  it  to  perform  the  work  of  laying  its 
wires,  conduits,  cables .  and  other  appurtenances  with  proper  econ- 
omy and  efficiency  and  any  opening  or  encumbrance  of  any  such 
street,  avenue,  alley  or  other  public  place,  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  remain  for  a  longer  period  than  may  be  necessary  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board;  and  the  Company  shall  effectually  guard  all  such 
openings  and  encumbrances  with  such  barricades  and  lights  as  will 
prevent  accidents  or  injury  to  any  person  by  reason  thereof. 

6.  CITY  RESERVES  RIGHTS  IN  STREETS: 

That  the  City  reserves  to  itself  all  rights  and  powers  which  are 
now  and  may  hereafter  be  vested  in  its  Common  Council,  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  Sanitation  or  other  Boards  or  officers  concerning 
the  regulation  or  the  use  of  its  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  other 
public  places  to  prevent  obstructing,  damaging  or  encumbering  the 
same;  to  regulate  and  protect  sewers;  to  control  the  digging  into  and 
excavating  such  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  other  public  places  and 
to  prohibit  injury  to  the  same;  and  reserves  the  fullest  right  to 
exercise  any  and  all  its  police  powers  at  any  time,  and  nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  be  construed  as  to  in  any  wise  abridge,  any  of 
such  powers. 
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7.  COMPANY  TO  CONFORM  TO  ORDINANCES: 

That  the  Company  shall  in  all  operations  connected  with  the 
work  of  construction  or  the  lighting'  herein  contemplated  and  speci- 
fied, or  in  furnishing  current  or  light  hereunder,  and  in  all  other 
matters,  conform  to  and  obey  all  city  ordinances  or  laws  controlling 
or  limiting  in  any  way  the  actions  of  those  engaged  upon  the  work  or 
affecting  the  materials  used.  The  Company  shall  take  all  necessary 
precautions  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 

8.  CONTRACT  SUBJECT  TO  LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES: 

That  this  contract  in  all  matters  not  herein  specified,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  and  the  Ordinances  of  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  thereto. 

9.  INDEMNITY  ON  PATENTS  AND  SUITS: 

That  the  Company  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmeless  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  its  officers  and  employees,  from  the  payment  of  any 
and  all  damages,  costs,  expense,  royalties,  patent  fees,  attorneys' 
fees  or  any  sum  of  money  whatsoever  by  reason  of  any  actions, 
claims,  demands,  rights  of  action  or  proceedings  arising  out  of  any 
infringement  or  alleged  infringement  or  use  of  any  patent  or  pat- 
ented, or  copyrighted  device,  article,  system  or  arrangement  that 
may  be  used  by  the  Company  in  the  execution  of  this  contract.  The 
Company  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, its  officers  and  employees,  from  all  loss  and  expense  origi- 
nating from  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action  and  actions  of  any 
kind  or  description  resulting  from  or  connected  with  the  construc- 
tion, repair,  maintenance  or  operation  of  its  plant  and  system  or  any 
part  thereof,  on  account  of  any  acts  of  omission  or  commission  of  the 
Company  or  its  employees  or  agents  in  the  conduct  of  its  business 
and  in  the  performance  of  this  contract;  but  the  Company  shall 
have  reasonable  written  notice  of  any  claim  or  action  or  suit  brought 
against  the  City,  its  officers  or  employees,  on  account  of  any  such 
matters  and  the  right  to  appear  and  defend  against  the  same  and 
demand  and  prosecute  appeals  therein,  and  upon  such  written  notice 
by  the  City,  the  Company  shall  appear  and  defend  such  action  and 
pay  any  expense  incurred  and  costs  and  any  final  judgment  that  may 
be  recovered  therein  against  the  City. 
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10.    SPECIFICATIONS: 

This  contract  is  based  upon  certain  detailed  specifications  which 
are  set  forth  or  referred  to  in  Exhibit  A,  said  exhibit  being  attached 
hereto  and,  by  reference,  made  a  part  hereof. 


11.  EATES  FOR  SERVICE: 

The  City  shall  pay  to  the  Company  as  full  compensation  for 
service  supplied,  as  specified  herein  and  in  the  specifications  herein- 
before referred  to,  sums  of  money  at  the  rates  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B, 
said  exhibit  being  attached  hereto,  and,  by  reference,  made  a  part 
hereof. 

12.  BILLS  PAYABLE: 

The  rates  or  sums  due  the  Company  for  performing  service, 
according  to  the  terms  of  this  contract  and  at  the  prices  hereinbefore 
stipulated,  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  monthly  installments;  the 
amount  for  service  for  any  one  month  shall  be  due  upon  presentation 
of  bill  and  shall  be  payable  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  date  thereof. 
It  is  further  agreed  and  stipulated  that  all  forfeitures  accruing  and 
due  the  City  for  any  reason  from  time  to  time  under  this  contract, 
shall  first  be  deducted  from  the  rates  or  sums  to  be  so  paid  by  the 
City.  Bills  will  be  rendered  by  the  Company  to  the  Board  monthly 
for  services  rendered  under  this  Agreement.  Prices  quoted  herein- 
before are  net  and  are  subject  to  a  three  percent  (3%)  collection 
charge  when  not  paid  to  the  Company  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  date  of  bill. 

13.  ARBITRATION: 

In  the  event  of  any  disagreement  or  controversy  which  may 
arise  or  is  in  dispute  under  and  respecting  the  interpretation  of  this 
contract,  such  disagreement  or  controversy  shall  be  referred,  upon 
written  request  of  either  party  and  notice  thereof  presented  to  the 
other  party,  to  a  Board  of  Arbitration  appointed  in  the  following 
manner : 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall  be  named  by 
the  Board;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  shall  be  named 
by  the  Company,  and  these  two  so  named,  shall  name  a  third  member 
of  the  Board  of  Arbitration.  In  the  event  that'  the  two  members  of 
the  Board  of  Arbitration  do  not  within  a  period  of  ten  days  after 
their  appointment  jointly  name  the  third  member  of  the   Board  of 
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Arbitration,  then  such  third  member  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration, 
upon  written  application  of  either  party  hereto,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Indiana,  who 
shall  also  fix  the  compensation  to  be  paid  him  for  any  services  per- 
formed and  which  shall  be  binding  upon  both  parties.  The  Board  of 
Arbitration  so  constituted  shall  have  submitted  to  it  all  the  facts  and 
testimony  with  regard  to  such  disagreement  or  controversy.  After 
full  hearing,  at  which  all  parties  interested  shall  have  the  right  to 
be  present  and  heard,  the  majority  decision  of  the  Board  of  Arbitra- 
tion shall  be  final  and  binding'  upon  the  City  and  the  Company.  The 
expense  of  such  arbitration,  including  the  services  of  such  third 
Arbitrator,  shall  be  borne  by  the  party  requesting  it,  except  where 
the  Arbitrators  decide  for  such  party,  whereupon  such  expense  shall 
be  equally  divided  by  the  City  and  the  Company  but  each  party  shall 
pay  its  own  appointee  at  all  times.  Any  expense  chargeable  to  the 
City  for  such  arbitration  shall  be  paid  from  any  funds  available 
therefor. 


14.    SUBJECT  TO  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION: 

This  contract,  including  rates  and  service  fixed  herein  and  all 
amendments  thereto  and  all  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, concerning  the  subject  matter  of  such  rates,  shall  be  subject 
in  all  respects,  where  so  provided  by  law,  to  the  rules,  regulations 
and  orders  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
or  any  other  body  established  by  law,  succeeding  to  the  power  now  or 
hereafter  exercised  by  said  Commission. 


15.    ASSIGNMENT: 

Neither  party  shall  assign,  transfer  or  sublet  any  of  the  privi- 
leges granted  in  this  contract  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
other  party;  but  it  shall  be  otherwise  binding  upon  the  parties,  their 
successors  and  assigns. 


16.    EXECUTION: 

The  execution  of  this  contract  by  the  duly  authorized  officers 
of  the  Indianapolis  Power  &  Light  Company,  with  the  affixing  of 
its  corporate  seal,  has  been  authorized  by  resolution  duly  adopted  by 
its  Board  of  Directors  and  said  City  of  Indianapolis  has  authorized 
the  same  by  and  through  its  said  Board  and  with  approval  of  its 
Mayor  and  Common  Council.

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EXHIBIT  A 
SPECIFICATIONS 


1.    ORNAMENTAL  STANDARDS  AND  OVERHEAD  LIGHTS: 

The  present  installation  of  street  lighting1  equipment,  as  shown 
on  Exhibits  One  (1),  Two  (2')  and  Three  (3)  attached  hereto,  and 
by  reference,  made  a  part  hereof,  is  to  constitute  the  street  lighting 
system  upon  which  the  contract  is  based  and  the  Board  agrees  that 
same  shall  be  the  basis  on  which  payment  shall  be  made  under  the 
contract  to  the  Company,  until  additions  or  retirements  have  been 
made  as  hereinafter  provided. 


2.  DISCONTINUANCE  OF  SERVICE: 

The  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  discontinue  at  any  time  the 
use  of  any  lamp  or  lamps  served  under  the  contract  after  thirty  (30) 
days'  written  notice  to  the  Company  of  its  intention  to  discontinue 
any  such  lamp  or  lamps;  provided,  however,  that  the  total  number 
of  lumens  produced,  and  lamps  in  service  shall  never  in  any  year 
be  fewer  than  ninety-eight  percent  (98%)  of  the  number  of  lumens 
produced  and  lamps  in  service  on  the  effective  date  of  the  contract, 
or  on  the  10th  day  of  October  of  each  year  during  the  term  thereof, 
whichever  number  is  greater. 

3.  ADDITIONAL  OVERHEAD  LIGHTS: 

The  Company  shall  erect  and  place  in  operation  promptly,  such 
number  of  additional  overhead  lights  similar  to  those  described  in 
Exhibit  B  hereof,  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  order  and 
locate  in  writing;  provided,  that  the  Board  shall  not  require  addi- 
tional overhead  lights  or  extensions  during  the  last  year  of  the  con- 
tract term,  unless  the  Company  shall  consent  thereto. 

If  the  Company  fails  to  erect  and  operate  said  additional  over- 
head lights  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  same  are  ordered  in 
writing,  a  deduction  shall  be  made  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per  day  for 
each  day  thereafter  for  each  light  not  so  erected  and  operated,  such 
deduction  to  be  conditioned  upon  fire,  strikes,  riot,  accident  and  other 
unavoidable  delays  beyond  the  reasonable  control  of  the  Company. 

In  ordering  additional  overhead  lights  and  extensions,  due  con- 
sideration shall  be  given  to  the  method  in  which  the  lighting  circuits 
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are  laid  out  and  to  the  character,  size  and  type  of  lights  being  used 
on  these  circuits  and  in  that  district,  with  the  further  provision  that 
the  Company  shall  not  be  required  to  make  an  overhead  extension 
of  more  than  600  feet  to  supply  one  light. 

4.  ADDITIONAL  STANDARDS: 

The  Company  shall  erect  and  place  in  operation  promptly  such 
number  of  additional  standards  similar  to  those  described  in  Exhibit 
B  hereof  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  order  and  locate  in 
writing;  provided  that  no  additional  standards  or  underground  ex- 
tensions shall  be  required  of  the  Company  during  the  last  three  (3) 
years  of  the  contract  without  the  consent  of  the  Company. 

5.  LAMPS  AND  ACCESSORIES: 

Lighting  shall  be  principally  by  means  of  series  incandescent 
lamps  or  any  other  type  of  lamp  as  may  be  mutually  selected  and 
approved  by  the  Board  and  Company  after  the  contract  has  been 
approved  as  required  by  law.  Such  lamps  shall  be  placed  on,  sup- 
ported on,  or  suspended  from,  poles  or  ornamental  standards  with 
suitable  brackets,  center  spans  or  mast  arms  and  the  wires  supply- 
ing electrical  energy  thereto,  shall  be  placed  either  overhead  or  under- 
ground. 

The  lamps  to  be  furnished  shall  be  of  standard  types,  mutually 
selected  and  approved  by  the  Board  and  Company,  and,  when  oper- 
ated at  the  amperage,  voltage  and  wattage  specified  by  the  manu- 
facturer, the  total  lumens  of  each  lamp  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
amount  specified  and  guaranteed  by  the  manufacturer. 

The  series  incandescent  or  other  type  lamps  shall  conform  at 
all  time  to  the  highest  standard  of  the  best  American  lamps  manu- 
factured with  bulbs  of  clear  glass  of  uniform  thickness  and  proper 
shape  to  avoid  causing  rings  or  streaks  of  light  and  shadow. 

Globes,  reflectors,  housing,  and  other  accessories  shall  be  of  the 
best  grade  of  the  respective  types  as  mutually  selected  and  approved 
by  the  Board  and  the  Company. 

6.  LIGHTING  SCHEDULE: 

All  lamps  shall  be  lighted  and  extinguished  according  to  the 
following  lighting  schedule:

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7.  CHANGES   IN  LOCATION   OF   STANDARDS'  AND   SIZE   OF 

LAMPS: 

Upon  written  order  of  the  Board,  the  Company  will  change  the 
size  of  lamps  in  any  standards  or  overhead  pendants,  subject  to  the 
minimum  lumen  guarantee  contained  in  Section  2  hereof.  The  Com- 
pany will  also,  upon  written  order  of  the  Board,  relocate  any  stand- 
ards and  overhead  lights  including  equipment  pertaining  thereto  lo- 
cated in  the  streets,  alleys  or  other  public  places;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  for  all  such  changes  of  lamps  and  relocation  of  standards, 
overhead  lights  or  other  equipment  the  Company  shall  be  reimbursed 
by  the  City  for  the  total  cost  of  labor  and  material  necessary  to 
accomplish  such  changes  and  relocations,  plus  fifteen  percent  (15%) 
of  material  and  labor  costs  for  engineering  and  overhead,  except  that 
there  will  be  no  charge  for  the  number  of  relocations  which  the  Com- 
pany agrees  to  make  without  expense  to  the  City  in  Paragraph  4  of 
the  contract.  The  Board  may  require  detailed  statements  of  reloca- 
tion costs,  etc.,  with  statements  as  to  the  correctness  thereof,  sworn 
to  by  an  authorized  representative  of  the  Company. 

8.  MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION: 

Prices  quoted  for  operating  standards  and  overhead  lights  cover 
only  normal  operating  and  maintenance  requirements,  which  are  de- 
fined as  follows: 

Company  will  furnish  necessary  electrical  energy  for  operating 
such  standards  and  overhead  lights;  will  furnish  a  minimum  of  two 
(2)  lamps  renewals  per  year;  will  paint  standards  at  least  once  every 
five  (5)  years,  first  painting  to  be  in  first  year  of  contract;  will 
furnish  labor  and  material  for  emergency  repairs  necessary  to  main- 
tain service;  will  patrol  lights  a  minimum  of  twice  a  week;  will  clean 
globes  and  glassware  at  least  twice  each  year;  will  replace  or  repair 
any  defective  material  immediately  or  as  soon  as  practicable,  and 
restore  lights  and  equipment  to  normal  operating  conditions  in  case 
of  trouble  or  accident. 

It  is  understood  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the 
annual  charge  per  light  specified  in  Exhibit  B,  attached  to  and  made 
a  part  of  the  contract,  includes  all  breakage  of  glassware,  lamps  or 
other  street  lighting  equipment  used  in  supplying  street  lights.  The 
City  upon  its  part  agrees  that  it  will  enact  and  enforce  all  reasonable 
ordinances  for  the  protection  of  the  property  of  the  Company  against 
trespass  thereon  or  destruction  thereof. 
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To  accomplish  the  requirements  of  maintenance  and  operation, 
also  to  accommodate  the  Board  otherwise  and  carry  out  all  provisions 
of  the  contract,  the  Company  will  furnish  a  skilled  operating  organ- 
ization consisting  of  all  necessary  employees,  including  Service  Men, 
Electricians,  Switchboardmen,  Linemen,  Patrolmen,  Laborers  and 
Supervisors,  to  provide  service  in  an  adequate  and  reasonable  man- 


9.    OUTAGES: 

To  prevent  outages  and  restore  service  in  the  event  thereof, 
the  Company  shall  establish  and  maintain  an  efficient  system  of 
patrol  for  inspecting  all  lamps  furnished  and  maintained  under  the 
contract.  Any  lamp  which  fails  to  burn  properly  shall  be  promptly 
put  in  order,  or  immediately  replaced.  For  such  inspection,  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  men  shall  be  employed  to  make  an  examination  o^ 
each  such  lamp  as  often  as  reasonably  necessary.  The  Company  shall 
use  all  due  effort  to  assure  such  inspection.  Any  broken  globes,  or 
reflectors  shall  be  replaced  by  sound  ones  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  breakage  is  discovered,  and  while  any  globes,  or  reflectors  remain 
broken,  the  lights  shall  be  considered  out,  and  such  outages  may  be 
deducted  from  the  price  of  such  lights,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  City's  Police  Department  will  report  daily  to  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  all  outages  and  the  duration  thereof,  so  far  as  observed  or 
known  by  the  members  of  said  Department,  and  said  Engineer  shall 
make  and  preserve  a  record  of  all  light  outages.  The  Company  shall 
each  day  before  twelve  o'clock  noon,  make  a  written  report  to  said 
Engineer,  of  all  outages  observed  or  known  by  its  inspectors,  stating 
the  number  and  locations  of  any  lights  extinguished  or  not  burning 
on  the  preceding  night,  and  the  time  when  each  light  was  reported 
extinguished  or  not  burning,  and  the  time  the  light  was  re-lighted. 
Said  report  shall  also  state  the  cause  of  each  said  light  being  ex- 
tinguished or  failing  to  burn,  and  if  any  of  the  said  lights  are  ex- 
tinguished by  reason  of  failure  of  the  current  to  supply  said  lights, 
the  report  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  cause  of  such  failure  to 
supply  current. 

For  every  light  which  is  out  for  more  than  sixty  (60)  con- 
secutive minutes,  the  Board  may  impose  upon  the  Company  a  deduc- 
tion for  that  night  which  is  equal  to  one-hundredth  of  the  annual 
price  for  said  light  which  would  have  been  paid  to  the  Company, 
had  the  light  operated  satisfactorily.  These  sums  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  amount  due  or  which  may  become  due  to  the  Company  under 
the  contract,  unless  such  failures  result  from  causes  beyond  the  rea- 
sonable control  of  the  Company.     For  every  light  which  is  out  for 
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more  than  sixty  (60)  consecutive  minutes  from  causes  beyond  the 
reasonable  control  of  the  Company,  the  Board  may  impose  upon  the 
Company  a  deduction  for  that  night  which  is  equal  to  one  four- 
hundredths  of  the  annual  price  for  said  light  which  would  have  been 
paid  to  the  Company  had  the  light  been  operating. 

The  foregoing  provision,  with  reference  to  causes  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Company,  is  intended  also  to  provide  for  the  situation 
which  might  arise  by  reason  of  any  order  or  requirement  of  the 
Federal  Government,  or  other  authorities  duly  authorized,  limiting 
or  prohibiting  the  use  of  electric  current  for  street  lighting.  In 
case  the  order  of  the  government,  or  duly  authorized  authority,  for- 
bids city  lighting  in  toto,  or  for  any  given  number  of  lamps,  then  no 
payment  shall  be  made  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  such  lamps 
as  are  not  burning  during  the  period  of  the  order.  If  the  order  of 
the  government,  or  other  authority,  limits  and  restricts  the  burning 
of  light  during  certain  hours  of  the  night,  the  payment  shall  be  made 
upon  a  basis  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  City  and  the  Company,  or  de- 
termined by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Whenever  for  any  cause  there  is  a  failure  to  light  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  or  any  districts  therein,  for  a  period  of  one  night 
or  more,  no  payment  shall  be  made  by  the  City  for  the  lamps  out 
during  said  period. 

10.    JOINT   USE   OF   POLES'  AND  CONDUITS: 

The  Company,  in  order  to  avoid  multiplicity  of  poles  and  con- 
duits in  the  streets  or  other  public  places,  so  far  as  it  is  safe  and 
practicable  and  not  in  conflict  with  any  restriction  of  the  City  Council 
or  any  act  or  order  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  shall,  upon  written  request  of  the  Board,  permit  joint  use 
of  all  or  any  of  its  poles  and  conduits,  in  any  street,  alley  or  other 
public  place  by  the  City  for  street  signs,  fire  alarms,  telephone,  tele- 
graph signal  circuits  and  traffic  signal  control  circuits,  or  by  other 
public  utility  companys,  upon  terms  mutually  agreeable  to  those 
affected. 

No  advertisements  or  material  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted 
on  poles,  globes  or  any  other  part  of  any  standard  owned  by  the  Com- 
pany, except  such  as  may  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  be  necessary 
for  safety  and  traffic  control. 

The  City  reserves  the  right  to  place  street  signs  on  any  stand- 
ard or  pole  at  any  time  during  the  life  of  the  contract.  The  placing 
of  said  signs  shall  be  done  at  the  City's  expense. 
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Attachments  to  the  poles  and  fixtures  of  the  Company  shall  be 
made  and  maintained  by  the  City  at  its  expense  in  accordance  with 
standard  specifications  of  the  Company  for  doing  such  work,  and  in 
such  manner  as  will  neither  conflict  with  the  use  of  said  poles  and 
fixtures  by  the  Company,  nor  interfere  with  the  working  or  use  of 
its  wires  thereon  or  which  it  may  from  time  to  time  place  thereon. 
The  City  shall  at  its  own  expense,  upon  thirty  (30)  days'  written 
notice  from  the  Company,  change,  alter,  improve,  repair,  or  renew 
said  attachments,  in  such  manner  as  the  Company  may  direct. 

The  City  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Company 
against  any  and  all  damage  or  loss  that  may  result  to  the  equipment 
or  any  property  owned  or  used  by  the  Company,  and  from  and 
against  any  and  all  legal  and  other  expense,  claims,  costs,  losses,  suits 
or  judgments,  for  damages  or  injuries  resulting  to  persons  or  prop- 
erty, by  reason  of  the  use  of  maintenance  of  City's  attachments  to 
the  poles  or  fixtures  of  the  Company,  or  by  reason  of  the  acts  of 
negligence  of  the  agents  or  the  employees  of  the  City  while  engaged 
in  the  work  of  placing,  maintaining  or  renewing  attachments  on  or 
removing  attachments  from  said  poles  or  fixtures. 

In  the  event  it  is  necessary  to  replace  a  pole  or  poles  upon 
which  the  City  has  made  attachments  under  the  contract,  because  of 
street  improvement,  or  because  the  pole  is  deteriorated,  or  because 
the  load  on  said  pole  or  poles  has  become  greater  than  is  safe  for  the 
pole  to  support,  the  City  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  transfer  the  at- 
tachments from  the  old  to  the  new  pole  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
being  requested,  in  writing,  to  do  so  by  the  Company. 

Use  of  Company's  conduits  by  the  City,  as  hereinabove  set  out, 
shall  conform  to,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  the  standard  specifica- 
tions of  the  Company  for  such  use  and  in  such  manner  as  will  not 
interfere  with  the  use  of  said  conduits  by  the  Company. 

Installation  and  maintenance  of  all  fire  alarm,  telephone,  tele- 
graph, signal  circuits  and  traffic  signal  control  circuits  in  Company's 
conduits  shall  be  at  City's  expense. 

In  the  event  it  is  necessary  or  desirable,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Company,  for  the  City  to  remove,  replace,  repair  or  relocate  any 
equipment  installed  by  the  City  in  Company's  conduits,  same  shall 
be  so  removed,  replaced  or  relocated  by  the  City  at  its  expense 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  being  requested,  in  writing,  to  do  so  by 
the  Company;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  City  shall  fail  or  refuse 
to  comply  with  any  such  request,  then  such  matter  shall  be  referred 
to  and  decided  by  the  Board  of  Arbitration  provided  for  by  the  con- 
tract. 
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Where  the  screening  of  lights  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board, 
the  Board  may  by  written  order  require  the  Company  to  provide  and 
install  screens,  provided  the  Company  is  compensated  in  advance  for 
the  installed  cost  of  such  screens.  The  City  agrees  that  it  shall  in- 
demnify and  save  harmless  the  Company  from  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  losses,  suits  or  judgments  for  damages  or  injuries  result- 
ing to  persons  or  property  by  reason  of  the  installation  or  use  of 
such  screens. 

11.  SPACE   AND   EQUIPMENT   ON   CITY  PROPERTY: 

When  the  requirements  of  the  City,  or  demands  on  the  Com- 
pany, require  space  in  City  buildings  or  on  City  property  for  the 
installation  of  transformation  equipment,  the  City  will  furnish,  ex- 
clusively for  the  Company's  equipment,  subject  to  special  agree- 
ments, approved  by  the  Board,  suitable  unoccupied  space  for  vault 
construction,  such  space  to  meet  with  the  Company's  requirements 
as  to  location,  size  and  accessibility.  The  Company  shall  provide  all 
necessary  partitioning  walls  and  shall  furnish,  install  and  maintain 
all  necessary  vault  equipment,  including  all  primary  and  secondary 
lines  and  connections  within  the  vault,  all  at  Company's  expense. 

The  Company  shall  supply  one  meter  for  each  public  building 
installation,  except  where  more  than  one  department  occupies  a 
building.  In  such  event  a  meter  must  be  connected  to  the  wiring  in 
each  department,  if  the  Board,  in  writing,  so  requires. 

The  City  will  furnish  and  maintain  all  equipment  from  the 
point  of  connection  by  the  Company,  which  shall  be  the  property  line 
of  the  property  in  which  the  electric  current  may  be  used,  except 
any  meter  installed  by  the  Company. 

The  Company  shall  supply  current  for  incandescent  lights  and 
power  for  the  twenty-four  (24)  hours  of  each  and  every  day  during 
the  term  of  the  contract,  to  the  public  buildings. 

12.  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  SERVICE: 

The  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  require  the  Company  to  make 
use  of  any  apparatus,  appliances,  or  devices,  which  are  an  advance 
or  improvement  in  connection  with  the  art  or  service  of  street  light- 
ing over  the  existing  facilities  as  now  or  newly  installed  according 
to  the  contract  and  in  use  during  any  part  of  the  term  of  the  con- 
tract in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  whether  in  the  way  of  economy,  in- 
creased illumination,  safety,  improved  appearance,  or  otherwise.  The 
Company  shall,  at  the  Board's  request,  or  as  the  Company  becomes 
informed  thereof,  furnish  it  with  detailed  information  concerning  any 
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such  apparatus,  appliances  or  devices,  including  cost  of  installation, 
operation  and  maintenance,  operating  characteristics  and  any  other 
data  requested. 


All  questions  relating  to  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the  invest- 
ment or  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance  shall  be  determined  and 
agreed  upon  by  the  Board  and  the  Company. 

In  determining  the  amount  of  the  increases  or  decreases  of  the 
investment,  proper  and  reasonable  allowance  shall  be  made  for  the 
depreciated  value  of  the  equipment  replaced;  and,  in  case  of  new  in- 
stallations, comparison  as  to  cost  of  investment  shall  be  made  with 
the  type  of  service  provided  for  in  these  specifications  or  determined 
by  the  Board.  Upon  such  increased  or  decreased  investments  (meas- 
ured from  the  investment  required  under  these  specifications)  the 
Company  shall  be  entitled  to  adjust  compensation  from  the  City,  so 
as  to  fully  reimburse  it  at  the  expiration  of  the  contract  for  any 
additional  investment  if  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph, less  the  salvage  value  of  the  equipment  replaced  as  realized 
by  the  Company  and  the  salvage  value  of  the  new  equipment  at  the 
end  of  the  contract,  plus  or  minus  any  change  in  operating  expenses 
caused  by  said  new  installation  or  replacement. 

In  case  of  replacements  the  loss  in  investment  shall  be  de- 
termined by  ascertaining  and  fixing  the  depreciated  value,  and  deduct- 
ing therefrom  the  salvage  value,  if  any,  and  such  loss  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  to  the  Company  at  such  times  and  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon.  In  case  the  replacement  shall  result  in  an  in- 
creased or  decreased  investment,  the  additions  or  deductions  from  the 
contract  price  shall  be  made  upon  the  same  basis  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  case  of  new  installations  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

The  net  annual  increases  or  decreases  in  the  prices  agreed  upon 
in  the  contract  by  reason  of  the  said  improvements  or  changes,  in- 
volving increases  or  decreases  in  the  investment  or  cost  of  operation 
and  maintenance,  shall  be  added  to  or  deducted  from  the  prices  pro- 
vided for  herein,  and  shall  determine  the  prices  thereafter  to  be  paid 
for  the  said  improved  or  modified  service. 

In  case  the  Board  and  the  Company  are  unable  to  agree  as  to 
any  question  of  price  or  any  other  matter  involving  their  mutual 
judgment  as  above  set  forth,  then  such  question  or  questions  shall  be 
submitted  to  arbitration,  as  provided  in  Section  13  of  the  contract. 
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13.  ELECTROLYSIS: 

Reasonable  provision  shall  be  made  and  maintained  by  the  Com- 
pany to  protect  the  pipes,  conduits  and  other  property  in  the  streets 
or  other  public  places  belonging  to  the  City  or  any  public  utility  or 
any  abutting  owners  or  occupants,  from  electrolysis  caused  by  cur- 
rent or  currents  of  electricity  of  the  Company. 

14.  STANDARD  OF  PERFORMANCE,  TESTS' AND  PENALTIES: 

The  voltage  and  amperage  supplied  to  each  lamp  shall  be  such 
as  to  maintain  the  lamps  according  to  the  standard  requirements  of 
the  manufacturers. 

Each  lighting  circuit  shall  be  equipped  with  a  testing  loop  at 
such  place  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  and  the  Company  shall 
jointly  determine  in  order  that  the  Board  may  at  any  time  make 
tests  as  to  the  fluctuations  of  the  current  supplied.  The  Board  or 
its  representative  shall,  at  all  times,  have  access  to  the  testing  loop 
and  to  the  stations  or  other  places  on  the  Company's  property  where 
the  Board  may  desire  to  make  inspections  or  tests.  In  case  of  a  dis- 
pute between  the  Board  and  the  Company  as  to  the  accuracy  of  any 
meter  or  other  instrument  used  in  making  tests  or  measurements  of 
the  Company's  service,  said  instrument  may  be  tested  either  in  the 
City's  Laboratory  in  the  presence  of  a  representative  of  the  Company, 
or  in  the  Company's  Laboratory  in  the  presence  of  a  representative  of 
the  City,  at  the  option  of  the  Board,  or  the  Board  and  the  Company 
may  agree  to  have  such  instruments  tested  by  an  outside  Laboratory 
of  recognized  standing. 

The  City  shall  indemnify  and  hold  the  Company  harmless  from 
all  injuries  and  damages  to  persons  or  property  by  reason  of  said 
inspections  or  tests,  except  for  injuries  or  damages  caused  by  negli- 
gence of  the  Company. 

Whenever  tests  made  by  the  Board  show  that  the  amperes 
upon  any  lamp  circuits  have  been  more  than  two  percent  (2%)  below 
the  standard  for  those  circuits,  for  an  unborken  period  of  one-half 
hour  in  any  night,  as  evidenced  by  the  readings  of  graphic  recording 
ammeters  or  other  devices,  then  the  Company  shall  deduct  from  its 
bill  a  sum  equal  to  five  cents  (5c)  per  night  for  each  lamp  on  those 
circuits  tested  of  2500  lumens  and  smaller,  and  ten  cents  (10c)  per 
night  for  each  lamp  on  those  circuits  tested  of  larger  than  2500 
lumens. 

The  Board  shall  report  to  the  Company  the  following  morning 
the  results  of  any  tests  showing  deficiencies.     The  Company  shall  be 
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permitted  to  examine  and  inspect  the  charts  of  the  meters  used  in 
such  tests. 

The  deductions  to  be  made  for  low  amperage  or  voltage  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  are  to  be  treated  not  as  a  penalty,  but 
as  liquidated  damages  for  failure  to  perform  the  contract. 

15.  VOLTAGE   AND   CHARACTER   OF   SERVICE: 

The  Company  shall  specify  the  voltage  and  character  of  the  elec- 
tric service  to  be  supplied,  and  may,  at  any  time  thereafter,  change 
the  characteristics  of  the  service  if  it  deems  such  change  necessary 
to  safe-guard  a  regular  and  uninterrupted  supply  of  electricity  or  to 
better  the  conduct  of  its  business.  It  is  agreed,  however,  that  a 
reasonable  written  notice  of  such  contemplated  change  be  given  and 
that  the  City  will  adapt  its  apparatus  accordingly. 

16.  TAXES  AND  ASSESSMENTS: 

Any  extra  expense  incurred  by  the  Company  in  the  performance 
of  the  contract,  due  to  any  laws  or  ordinances,  or  due  to  any  future 
special  excise  tax  or  sales  tax  levied  on  the  Company  by  the  United 
States  government,  State  of  Indiana,  or  any  division  thereof,  for 
service  rendered  under  the  contract,  becoming  effective  after  the 
effective  date  of  the  contract  shall  be  assumed  by  the  City,  providing1 
such  assumption  is  not  contrary  to  law,  and  any  reduction  in  ex- 
pense which  may  affect  the  Company  in  the  performance  of  the  con- 
tract by  reason  of  any  of  the  conditions  as  stated  above  shall  be 
credited  to  the  City  under  this  contract. 

17.  POLES,  POLE  LINE  HARDWARE: 

The  present  installation  of  all  wood  poles  from  which  lamps 
are  suspended  conform  to  the  standard  specifications  of  the  American 
Standards  Association;  and  all  future  installations  or  replacements 
of  wood  poles  from  which  lamps  are  suspended  shall  conform  to  the 
standard  specifications  of  said  Association. 

All  pole  line  hardware  now  installed  and  maintained  in  present 
installation  is  of  standard  and  approved  materials,  and  all  future 
installations  or  replacements  of  said  pole  line  hardware  shall  be  of 
standard  and  approved  materials. 
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18.     REDUCTION  IN  LUMENS: 

Upon  written  order  of  the  Board  given  to  the  Company  within 
thirty  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  contract,  the  Company 
shall  replace  the  lamps  in  certain  street  lighting  equipment  in  places 
specified  in  such  order,  whereby  the  lumens  of  such  lamps  shall  be 
reduced  from  10,000  lumens  to  6,000  lumens  in  1619  O.  H.  pendants, 
shown  by  dots  on  the  map  marked  Exhibit  2,  effecting  a  reduction  of 
$10.51  per  unit;  and  from  6,000  lumens  to  4,000  lumens  in  653 — 12  ft. 
single  columns  as  shown  in  Exhibit  1,  effecting  a  reduction  of  $5  66 
per  unit. 

This  clause  shall  not  effect  or  modify  the  provisions  in  clauses 
2  and  7  of  these  specifications,  but  shall  be  in  addition  thereto. 


19.    PERFORMANCE  BOND: 

The  Company,  at  the  time  of  signing  the  contract,  will  furnish 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000) 
with  surety  to  the  approval  and  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  condi- 
tioned that  the  Company  shall  perform  the  contract  according  to  the 
terms  thereof  and  according  to  these  specifications.  Said  bond,  it  is 
understood,  shall  extend  for  the  full  term  of  the  contract  but  the 
Company  shall  furnish  and  deliver  a  new  bond  whenever  the  surety, 
or  sureties,  on  the  bond  then  existing  shall  be  deemed  by  the  Board 
to  be  insufficient  and  unsatisfactory.

Single  lamp  ornamental  standard,  15  ft.  in  height,  includ- 
ing one  (1)  10,000  lumen  incandescent  lamp  with  necessary  fixtures, 
glassware,  and  including  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  connecting  cable 
and  supplied  from  underground  circuits: 

$48.45  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 

IV.  Single  lamp  ornamental  standard,  15  ft.  in  height,  includ- 
ing one  (1)  6,000  lumen  incandescent  lamp  with  necessary  fixtures, 
glassware,  and  including  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  connecting  cable 
and  supplied  from  underground  circuits: 

$37.95  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 

V.  Single  lamp  ornamental  standard,  12  ft.  in  height,  includ- 
ing one  (1)  6,000  lumen  incandescent  lamp  with  necessary  fixtures, 
glassware,  and  including  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  connecting  cable 
and  supplied  from  underground  circuits: 

$33.92  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 
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VI.  Single  lamp  ornamental  standard,  12  ft.  in  height,  in- 
cluding one  (1)  4,000  lumen  incandescent  lamp  with  necessary  fix- 
tures, glassware,  and  including  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  connecting 
cable  and  supplied  from  underground  circuits: 

$28.26  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 

VII.  Single  lamp  ornamental  standard,  10  ft.  in  height,  in- 
cluding one  (1)  2,500  lumen  incandescent  lamp  with  necessary  fix- 
tures, glassware,  and  including  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  connecting 
cable  and  supplied  from  underground  circuits:

$17.77  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 


IX.  Single  10,000  lumen  incandescent  lamp  with  necessary  fixtures 
and  glassware  now  in  service  supplied  from  overhead  circuits: 

$38.36  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 

X.  Single  6,000  lumen  incandescent  lamp  with  necessary  fix- 
tures and  glassware  now  in  service  supplied  from  overhead  circuits: 

$27.85  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 

XI.  Single  4,000  lumen  incandescent  lamps  with  necessary  fix- 
tures and  glassware  now  in  service  supplied  from  overhead  circuits: 

$21.15  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 

XII.  Single  2,500  lumen  incandescent  lamps  with  necessary  fix- 
tures and  glassware  now  in  service  supplied  from  overhead  circuits: 

$17.36  net  per  year  of  4,000  burning  hours. 

All  prices  quoted  above  (covering  service  supplied  to  existing 
lighting  standards  or  poles  from  underground  circuits)  are  based  on 
the  supplying  of  (100)  feet  of  connecting  cable  per  such  standard  or 
pole.

(1)  On  a  street  frontage  on  either  side  of  a  street 
where  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  such  frontage  between  two 
intersecting  streets,  exclusive  of  the  part  thereof  which 
is  improved  with  buildings  at  the  street  line  and  exclusive 
also  of  the  side  line  of  a  corner  lot,  is  improved  with 
residence  buildings  which  are  set  back  from  the  street  line, 
the  front  yard  line  shall  be  the  distance  back  from  the 
street  line  equal  to  the  average  distance  of  existing  resi- 
dence buildings  back  from  the  street  line. 

(2)  On  a  street  frontage  on  either  side  of  a  street 
between  two  intersecting  streets  where  the  front  yard  line 
is  not  established  by  the  provisions  of  Sub-division  b-1 
of  this  section,  the  distance  of  the  front  yard  line  back 
from  the  street  line  shall  be  33%%  of  the  average  depth 
of  the  lots  constituting  such  street  frontage,  but  such  dis- 
tance back  from  the  street  line  need  not  be  more  than 
seventy-five   (75)  feet. 

(3)  The  words  "existing  building"  as  used  in  this 
section  shall  be  taken  to  mean  any  building  for  residence 
or  business  for  which  a  building  license  has  been  lawfully 
issued  and  on  which  work  has  been  begun  and  completed 
up  to  the  first  floor  line. 
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(4)  The  unit  for  determining  the  percentage  of 
frontage  between  two  intersecting  streets  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  the  front  yard  line  regulations  herein  estab- 
lished shall  be  the  lot  in  a  subdivision  or  addition  compris- 
ing such  frontage  or  a  part  thereof,  the  plat  for  which  has 
been  regularly  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  Re- 
corder of  Marion  County,  Indiana;  or,  if  no  such  plat 
has  been  so  filed  for  record,  then  such  unit  for  frontage 
shall,  for  the  purpose  hereof,  be  considered  to  be  a  parcel 
of  ground  one  hundred  (100)  feet  in  width  in  the  "AAA" 
district,  seventy-five  (75)  feet  in  width  in  the  "AA"  dis- 
trict, fifty  (50)  feet  in  width  in  the  "Al"  district,  and 
forty  (40)  feet  in  width  in  all  other  districts,  whether  all 
of  said  frontage  is  owned  by  one  or  more  persons.  Only 
such  lots  or  parcels  as  are  actually  occupied  by  residence 
buildings  shall  be  considered  as  improved  frontage  in  de- 
termining the  front  yard  line  for  any  block  or  part  thereof. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  submission  to  the  city 
plan  commission  for  consideration  and  report,  and  its  passage  and 
approval  by  the  mayor,  and  publication  according  to  law.

The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  pay 
to  the  party  of  the  first  part  for  the  said  police  and  fire 
protection  rendered  the  sum  of  Fourteen  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($14,000)  in  eight  (8)  equal  payments,  as  follows: 
One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($1,750)  as 
due  and  payable  on  the  first  day  of  each  of  the  following 
months:  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  the  years 
1940  and  1941.  The  second  party  agrees  to  aid  in  the 
matter  of  fire  protection  by  conforming  to  the  building 
code  of  the  first  party  now  established,  in  so  far  as  the 
party  of  the  second  part  can  lawfully  do  so.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  91,  1939 

AN  ORDINANCE  denning  certain  terms;  prohibiting  the  sale  of  adul- 
terated, misbranded,  or  ungraded  milk  or  milk  products;  provid- 
ing for  the  issuance  of  licenses  and  fees  to  be  charged  therefor; 
providing  for  the  grading  of  milk  and  the  inspection  of  dairy 
farms  and  milk  plants;  providing  for  the  labeling  and  placard- 
ing of  milk  and  milk  products;  prohibiting  the  sale  of  all  milk 
or  milk  products  to  certain  persons  after  May  16,  1940,  except 
grade  "A"  pasteurized  milk;  providing  for  certain  duties  of 
the  health  officer  of  Indianapolis;  providing  for  the  repeal  of 
certain  ordinances  and  all  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith;  pro- 
viding for  certain  penalties;  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same 
shall  take  effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  That  the  following  definitions  shall 
apply  in  the   interpretation  and  the  enforcement   of  this   ordinance: 

A.  Milk.  Milk  is  hereby  defined  to  be  the  lacteal  secretion 
obtained  by  the  complete  milking  of  one  or  more  healthy  cows, 
excluding  that  obtained  within  fifteen   (15)  days  before  and  five   (5) 
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days  after  calving,  or  such  longer  period  as  may  be  necessary  to 
render  the  milk  practically  colostrum  free;  which  contains  not  less 
than  eight  and  one-half  per  cent  (8%  %  )  of  milk  solids  not  fat,  and 
not  less  than  three  and  one-fourth  per  cent  (3Vi%)  of  milk  fat. 

B.  Milk  fat  or  butter  fat.  Milk  fat  or  butter  fat  is  the  fat 
of  milk. 

C.  Cream  and  sour  cream.  Cream  is  a  portion  of  milk  which 
contains  not  less  than  eighteen  per  cent  (18%)  milk  fat.  Sour 
cream  is  cream  the  acidity  of  which  is  more  than  0.20  per  cent, 
expressed  as  lactic  acid. 

D.  Skimmed  milk.  Skimmed  milk  is  milk  from  which  a  suf- 
ficient portion  of  milk  fat  has  been  removed  to  reduce  its  milk-fat 
percentage  to  less  than  three  and  one-fourth  per  cent  (31/4%). 

E.  Milk  or  skimmed-milk  beverage.  A  milk  beverage  or  a 
skimmed-milk  beverage  is  a  food  compound  or  confection  consisting 
of  milk  or  skimmed  milk,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  which  has  been 
added  a  sirup  or  flavor  consisting  of  wholesome  ingredients. 

F.  Buttermilk.  Buttermilk  is  a  product  resulting  from  the 
churning  of  milk  or  cream,  or  from  the  souring  or  treatment  by  a 
lactic  acid  or  other  culture  of  milk,  skimmed  milk,  reconstituted 
skimmed  milk,  evaporated  or  condensed  milk  or  skimmed  milk,  or 
milk  or  skimmed-milk  powder.  It  contains  not  less  than  eight  and 
one-half  per  cent  (8^%)  of  milk  solids  not  fat. 

G.  Vitamin  D  Milk.  Vitamin  D  Milk  is  milk  the  vitamin  D 
content  of  which  has  been  increased  by  a  method  and  in  an  amount 
approved  by  the  health  officers. 

H.  Reconstituted  or  recombined  milk  and  cream.  Reconstituted 
or  recombined  milk  is  a  product  resulting  from  the  recombining  of 
milk  constituents  with  water,  and  which  complies  with  the  standards 
for  milk  fat  and  solids  not  fat  of  milk  as  defined  herein.  Recon- 
stituted or  recombined  cream  is  a  product  resulting  from  the  com- 
bination of  dried  cream,  butter,  or  butter  fat  with  cream,  milk,  skim 
milk,  or  water. 

I.  Goat  milk.  Goat  milk  is  the  lacteal  secretion,  free  from 
colostrum,  obtained  by  the  complete  milking  of  healthy  goats,  and 
shall  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance.  The  word 
"cows"  shall  be  interpreted  to  include  goats. 
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J.  Homogenized  milk.  Homogenized  milk  is  milk  which  has 
been  treated  in  such  manner  that  after  a  storage  period  of  forty- 
eight  (48)  hours  tests  of  the  100  cc.  portion  decanted  from  the  top 
of  a  quart  bottle  of  milk  will  not  show  a  difference  in  fat  content 
over  tests  of  the  remainder  of  the  milk  after  thorough  mixing 
exceeding  five  per  cent  (5%)  of  the  total  fat  content.  For  example, 
on  four  per  cent  (4%)  milk  the  difference  shall  not  exceed  0.2  per 
cent. 

K.  Milk  products.  Milk  products  shall  be  taken  to  mean  and 
include  cream,  sour  cream,  homogenized  milk,  goat  milk,  vitamin  D 
milk,  buttermilk,  skimmed  milk,  reconstituted  or  recombined  milk 
and  cream,  milk  beverages,  and  skimmed-milk  beverages. 

L.  Pasteurization.  The  terms  "pasteurization,"  "pasteurized," 
and  similar  terms  shall  be  taken  to  refer  to  the  process  of  heating 
every  particle  of  milk  or  milk  products  to  at  least  143°  F.,  and  hold- 
ing at  such  temperature  for  at  least  thirty  (30)  minutes,  or  to  at 
^east  160°  F.,  and  holding  at  such  temperature  for  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  seconds,  in  approved  and  properly  operated  equipment;  provided 
that  nothing  contained  in  this  definition  shall  be  construed  as  dis- 
barring any  other  process  which  has  been  demonstrated  to  be  equally 
efficient  and  is  approved  by  the  state  health  authority. 

M.  Adulterated  milk  and  milk  products.  Any  substance  claimed 
to  be  any  milk  or  milk  product  defined  in  this  ordinance,  but  not 
conforming  with  its  definition  as  given  in  this  ordinance,  or  which 
carries  a  grade  label  unless  such  grade  label  has  been  awarded  by 
the  health  officer  and  not  revoked,  shall  be  deemed  adulterated  and 
misbranded. 

N.  Milk  producer.  A  milk  producer  is  any  person  who  owns 
or  controls  one  or  more  cows  a  part  or  all  of  the  milk  or  milk 
products  from  which  is  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

O.  Milk  distributor.  A  milk  distributor  is  any  person  who 
offers  for  sale  or  sells  to  another  any  milk  products  for  human  con- 
sumption as  such. 

P.  Dairy  or  dairy  farm.  A  dairy  or  dairy  farm  is  any  place 
or  premises  where  one  or  more  cows  are  kept  a  part  or  all  of  the 
milk  or  milk  products  from  which  is  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

Q.  Milk  plant.  A  milk  plant  is  any  place  or  premises  or  estab- 
lishment where  milk  or  milk  products  are  collected,  handled,  pro- 
cessed, stored,  bottled,  pasteurized,  or  prepared  for  distribution. 
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R.  Health  officer.  The  term  "health  officer"  shall  mean  the 
health  officer  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  provided  for  by  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  or  his  authorized  representatives. 

S.  Average  bacterial,  plate  count,  direct  microscopic  count,  re- 
duction time,  and  cooling  temperature.  Average  bacterial  plate  count 
shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  logarithmic  average  of  the  bacterial  plate 
counts  of  the  last  four  consecutive  samples,  taken  upon  separate 
days,  irrespective  of  periodic  grade  announcements.  Average  direct 
microscopic  count  shall  be  taken  the  logarithmic  average  of  the  direct 
microscopic  counts  of  the  last  four  consecutive  samples,  taken  upon 
separate  days,  irrespective  of  periodic  grade  announcements.  Aver- 
age reduction  time  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  arithmetic  average  of 
the  reduction  times  of  the  last  four  consecutive  samples,  taken  upon 
separate  days,  irrespective  of  periodic  grade  announcements.  Aver- 
age cooling  temperature  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  arithmetic  aver- 
age of  the  temperatures  of  the  last  four  consecutive  samples,  taken 
upon   separate   days,   irrespective   of   periodic   grade   announcements. 

T.  Grading  period.  The  grading  period  shall  be  such  period 
of  time  as  the  health  officer  may  designate  within  which  grades 
shall  be  determined  for  all  milk  and  milk  products,  provided  that 
the  grading  period  shall  in  no  case  exceed  six  (6)  months. 

U.  Person.  The  word  "person"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall 
mean  "person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association." 

V.  And/or.  Where  the  term  "and/or"  is  used  "and"  shall 
apply  where  possible,  otherwise  "or"  shall  apply. 

Section  2.  The  sale  of  adulterated,  misbranded,  or  ungraded 
milk  or  milk  products  prohibited.  No  person  shall  within  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  or  its  police  jurisdiction,  produce,  sell,  offer,  or  expose 
for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  any  milk  or  milk 
product  which  is  adulterated,  misbranded,  or  ungraded.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person,  elsewhere  than  in  a  private  home,  to  have 
in  possession  any  adulterated,  misbranded,  or  ungraded  milk  or  milk 
product. 

Section  3.  Permits.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  bring 
into  or  receive  into  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  'its  police  jurisdic- 
tion, for  sale,  or  to  sell,  or  offer  for  sale  therein,  or  to  have  in 
storage  where  milk  or  milk  products  are  sold  or  served,  any  milk  or 
milk  products  denned  in  this  ordinance,  who  does  not  possess  a  permit 
from  the  health  officer  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Only  a  person  who  complies  with  the  requirements  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  retain  such  a  permit. 
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Such  a  permit  may  be  suspended  by  the  health  officer,  or  re- 
voked after  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  by  the  health  officer,  upon 
the  violation  by  the  holder  of  any  of  the  terms   of  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Licenses.  Every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  asso- 
ciation who  shall  bring  into  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  sale  who 
shall  within  said  city  expose  for  sale,  dispose  of,  exchange  or  deliver 
or  with  the  intent  to  do  as  aforesaid,  have  in  his  or  their  possession, 
care,  custody,  or  control  within  said  city,  milk,  skimmed  milk,  cream, 
buttermilk,  or  milk  processed  by  fermentation  or  other  process,  shall 
first  make  application  to  do  so  in  the  office  of  the  health  officer. 
After  any  such  application  is  made  as  herein  provided  and  such 
application  has  been  approved  by  said  officer,  said  officer  shall  de- 
liver a  receipt  showing  the  date  of  filing  said  application  and  the 
date  of  approval  stated  thereon;  said  applicant  shall  then  apply  to 
the  controller  of  said  city  for  license,  and  upon  the  production  of 
the  receipt  issued  by  the  health  officer  as  aforesaid,  for  which  the 
following  fees  shall  be  charged;  to-wit:  All  distributors  of  milk  or 
milk  products,  operating  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  year  for  each  wagon,  up  to  and  including 
the  first  five  wagons,  and  for  each  additional  wagon,  over  and  above 
the  first  five  wagons,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  wagon 
per  year. 

All  license  fees  provided  for  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid 
into  the  office  of  the  city  controller  and  shall  be  accounted  for  by  the 
city  controller  in  the  same  manner  as  other  license  fees.  Said  health 
officer  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  applications  filed  and  the  date  of 
the  filing,  approval  or  disapproval  by  said  officer. 

All  licenses  shall  be  dated  on  date  of  issuance  and  all  annual 
licenses  shall  be  dated  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  all  licenses 
expire  on  December  31,  following  date  of  issuance.  All  licenses 
issued  after  July  first  of  any  year,  the  fee  to  be  charged  shall  be 
one-half  of  the  annual  fees  as  herein  provided,  and  no  license  shall 
be  issued  for  any  greater  period  than  one  year. 

Any  person  making  such  application  shall  file  a  sworn  state- 
ment on  a  printed  form  provided  by  the  health  officer  for  the  purpose, 
stating: 

(1)  The  name,  residence  and  location  of  place  or  places  of 
business  of  applicant. 

(2)  If  the  applicant  be  a  firm,  the  name  of  each  member  of 
the  firm  and  location  of  the  place  or  places  of  the  business. 
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(3)  If  the  applicant  be  a  corporation  or  association,  the  name 
of  the  president,  secretary,  manager  or  superintendent  thereof. 

(4)  The  name  of  the  person  in  charge  of  each  business  place 
of  applicant. 

(5)  The  precise  nature  of  the  business  to  be  carried  on  by  the 
applicant. 

Licenses  to  sell  milk  or  milk  products  granted  on  the  approval 
of  the  health  officer  are  issued  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  The  health  officer  may  in  his  discretion  refuse  to  issue  or 
approve  an  application  of  any  one  who  or  which  shall  have  been 
repeatedly  convicted  of  violating  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis or  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  as  they  relate  to  the 
inspection  and  regulation  of  dairies  and  milk  plants  and  the  inspec- 
tion and  sale  of  milk  and  milk  products  or  for  any  other  reason  in 
the  interest  of  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  it  would  be 
inadvisable  to  approve  the  application  of  such  applicant. 

(2)  Licenses  may  be  revoked  on  order  of  the  health  officer 
for  the  same  reason  it  may  refuse  to  approve  an  application. 

(3)  Licenses  are  not  transferable.  A  license  is  issued  to  a 
particular  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  and  no  other  per- 
son, firm,  corporation  or  association  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
sell  milk  or  milk  products  under  and  by  virtue  of  its  terms. 

(4)  Willful  or  continuous  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  may  result  in  the  permanent  revocation  of  the  license. 

(5)  Such  license  shall  show  the  date  when  issued  and  shall 
be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  office  or  other  appropriate 
place  on  the  premises  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association 
to  whom  it  is  issued. 

Section  5.  Labeling  and  placarding.  All  bottles,  cans,  packages, 
and  other  containers  enclosing  milk  or  any  milk  product  denned  in 
this  ordinance  shall  be  plainly  labeled  or  marked  with  (1)  the  name 
of  the  contents  as  given  in  the  definitions  in  this  ordinance;  (2)  the 
grade  of  the  contents  if  said  contents  are  graded  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance;  (3)  the  word  "pasteurized"  only  if  the  contents 
have  been  pasteurized;  (4)  the  phrase  "for  pasteurization"  if  the 
contents  are  to  be  pasteurized;  (5)  the  name  of  the  plant  at  which 
the  contents  were  pasteurized,  if  the  contents  are  pasteurized;  and  (6) 
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in  the  case  of  vitamin  D  milk,  the  designation  "Vitamin  D  Milk" 
and  the  source  of  the  vitamin  D.  The  label  or  mark  shall  be  in 
letters  of  a  size,  kind,  and  color  approved  by  the  health  officer  and 
shall  contain  no  marks  or  words  which  are  misleading. 

Section  6.  Inspection  of  dairy  farms  and  milk  plants  for  the 
purpose  of  grading  or  regrading.  At  least  once  during  each  grading 
period  the  health  officer  shall  inspect  all  dairy  farms  and  all  milk 
plants  whose  milk  or  milk  products  are  intended  for  consumption 
within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  its  police  jurisdiction.  In  case 
the  health  officer  discovers  the  violation  of  any  item  of  sanitation, 
he  shall  make  a  second  inspection  after  a  lapse  of  such  time  as 
he  deems  necessary  for  the  defect  to  be  remedied,  but  not  before  the 
lapse  of  three  (3)  days;  and  the  second  inspection  shall  be  used  in  de- 
termining the  grade  of  milk  and/or  milk  products.  Any  violation  of 
the  same  item  of  this  ordinance  on  two  consecutive  inspections  shall 
call  for  immediate  degrading. 

One  copy  of  the  inspection  report  shall  be  posted  by  the  health 
officer  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  an  inside  wall  of  one  of  the 
dairy  farm  or  milk  plant  buildings,  and  said  inspection  report  shall 
not  be  defaced  or  removed  by  any  person  except  the  health  officer. 
Another  copy  of  the  inspection  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  records 
of  the  health  department. 

Section  7.  The  examination  of  milk  and  milk  products.  Dur- 
ing each  grading  period  at  least  four  samples  of  milk  and  cream 
from  each  dairy  farm  and  each  milk  plant  shall  be  taken  on  separate 
days  and  examined  by  the  health  officer.  Samples  of  other  milk  prod- 
ucts may  be  taken  and  examined  by  the  health  officer  as  often  as 
he  deems  necessary.  Samples  of  milk  and  milk  products  from  stores, 
cafes,  soda  fountains,  restaurants,  and  other  places  where  milk  or 
milk  products  are  sold  shall  be  examined  as  often  as  the  health 
officer  may  require.  Bacterial  plate  counts  and  direct  microscopic 
counts  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  of  the  health 
officer.  Examinations  may  include  such  other  chemical  and  physical 
determination  as  the  health  officer  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
detection  of  adulteration,  these  examinations  to  be  made  in  conformity 
with  the  regulations  of  the  health  officer.  Bacterial  plate  count,  direct 
microscopic  count,  reductase  test,  and  cooling  temperature  results 
shall  be  given  to  the  producer  or  distributor  concerned  as  soon  as 
determined  if  said  results  fall  without  the  limits  prescribed  for  the 
grade  then  held.  Samples  may  be  taken  by  the  health  officer  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  final  delivery  of  the  milk  or  milk  products.  All 
proprietors   of   stores,   cafes,   restaurants,   soda  fountains,   and   other 
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similar  places  shall  furnish  the  health  officer,  upon  his  request,  with 
the  names  of  all  distributors  from  whom  their  milk  and  milk  prod- 
ucts are  obtained.  Bio-assays  of  the  vitamin  D  content  of  vitamin 
D  milk  shall  be  made  when  required  by  the  health  officer  in  a 
laboratory  approved  by  him  for  such  examinations. 

Section  8.  The  grading  of  milk  and  milk  products.  At  least 
once  every  six  (6)  months  the  health  officer  shall  announce  the  grades 
of  all  milk  and  milk  products  delivered  by  all  producers  or  dis- 
tributors and  ultimately  consumed  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
or  its  police  jurisdiction.  Said  grades  shall  be  based  upon  the  follow- 
ing standards,  the  grading  of  milk  products  being  identical  with  the 
grading  of  milk  except  that  the  bacterial  standards  shall  be  doubled 
in  the  case  of  cream,  and  omitted  in  the  case  of  sour  cream  and 
buttermilk.    Vitamin  D  milk  shall  be  only  of  grade  A  quality. 

(a)  Certified  milk-raw.  Certified  milk-raw  is  raw  milk  which 
conforms  with  the  requirements  of  the  American  Association  of 
Medical  Milk  Commissions  in  force  at  the  time  of  production  and 
is  produced  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Milk  Commission 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  Marion  County,  and  of  the  state  board 
of  health  or  of  the  city  health  officer  of  Indianapolis. 

(b)  Grade  A  raw  milk.  Grade  A  raw  milk  is -raw  milk  the 
average  bacterial  plate  count  of  which  is  determined  under  sections 
1(S)  and  6  of  this  ordinance  does  not  exceed  200,000  per  cubic  cen- 
timeter, or  the  average  direct  microscopic  count  of  which  does  not 
exceed  200,000  per  cubic  centimeter  if  clumps  are  counted  or  800,000 
per  cubic  centimeter  if  individual  organisms  are  counted,  or  the 
average  reduction  time  of  which  is  not  less  than  six  (6)  hours; 
and  provided  further  that  said  milk  is  produced  at  a  dairy  farm 
conforming  to  regulations  set  forth  in  item  lr  through  24r  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit: 

Item  lr.  Cows,  tuberculosis  and  other  diseases.  Except  as  pro- 
vided hereinafter,  a  tuberculin  test  of  all  herds  and  additions  thereto 
shall  be  made  before  any  milk  therefrom  is  sold,  and  at  least  once 
every  twelve  (12)  months  thereafter,  by  a  licensed  veterinarian  ap- 
proved by  the  state  livestock  sanitary  authority.  Said  tests  shall  be 
made  and  any  reactors  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments approved  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  for  accredited  herds.  A  certificate  signed 
by  the  veterinarian  or  attested  to  by  the  health  officer  and  filed  with 
the  health  officer  shall  be  evidence  of  the  above  tests.  Provided 
that  in  modified  accredited  counties  in  which  the  modified  accredited 
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area  plan  is  applied  to  the  dairy  herds  the  modified  accredited  area 
system  approved  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  annual  testing. 

Cows  giving  bloody,  stringy,  or  otherwise  abnormal  milk,  but 
with  only  slight  induration  of  the  udder,  shall  be  excluded  from  the 
herd  until  re-examination  shows  that  the  milk  has  become  normal. 

For  other  diseases  such  tests  and  examinations  as  the  health 
officer  may  require  shall  be  made  at  intervals  and  by  methods  pre- 
scribed by  him,  and  any  diseased  animals  or  reactors  shall  be 
permanently  excluded  from  the  milking  herd. 

Item  2r.  Dairy  barn,  lighting.  A  dairy  or  milking  barn  shall  be 
required  and  in  such  sections  thereof  where  cows  are  milked  windows 
shall  be  provided  and  kept  clean  and  so  arranged  as  to  insure 
adequate  light  properly  distributed,  and  when  necessary  shall  be 
provided  with  adequate  supplementary  artificial  light. 

Item  3r.  Dairy  barn,  air  space  and  ventilation.  Such  sections 
of  all  dairy  barns  where  cows  are  kept  or  milked  shall  be  well 
ventilated  and  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  avoid  overcrowding. 

Item  4r.  Dairy  barn,  floors.  The  floors  and  gutters  of  such 
paits  of  all  dairy  barns  in  which  cows  are  milked  shall  be  constructed 
of  concrete  or  other  approved  impervious  and  easily  cleaned  material, 
shall  be  graded  to  drain  properly,  and  shall  be  kept  clean  and  in 
good  repair.  No  horses,  pigs,  fowl,  calves,  etc.,  shall  be  permitted  in 
parts  of  the  barn  used  for  milking. 

Item  5r.  Dairy  barn,  walls  and  ceilings.  The  walls  and  ceilings 
of  all  dairy  barns  shall  be  whitewashed  once  each  year  or  painted 
once  every  two  (2)  years,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  or  finished  in  an 
approved  manner,  and  shall  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair.  In 
case  there  is  a  second  story  above  that  part  of  the  barn  in  which 
cows  are  milked,  the  ceiling  shall  be  tight.  If  the  feed  room  adjoins 
the  milking  space,  it  shall  be  separated  therefrom  by  a  dust-tight 
partition  and  door.  No  feed  shall  be  stored  in  the  milking  portion 
of  the  barn. 

Item  6r.  Dairy  barn,  cow  yard.  All  cow  yards  shall  be  graded 
and  drained  as  well  as  practicable  and  kept  clean. 

Item  7r.  Manure  disposal.  All  manure  shall  be  removed  and 
stored  or  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  best  to  prevent  the  breeding 
of  flies  therein  or  the  access  of  cowes  to  piles  thereof. 
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Item  8r.  Milk  house  or  room,  construction.  There  shall  be  pro- 
vided a  milk  house  or  milk  room  in  which  the  cooling,  handling,  and 
storing  of  milk  and  milk  products  and  the  washing,  bactericidal 
treatment,  and  storing  of  milk  apparatus  and  utensils  shall  be  done, 
(a)  The  milk  house  or  room  shall  be  provided  with  a  tight  floor 
constructed  of  concrete  or  other  impervious  material,  in  good  re- 
pair, and  graded  to  provide  proper  drainage,  (b)  It  shall  have 
walls  and  ceilings  of  such  construction  as  to  permit  easy  cleaning, 
and  shall  be  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  (d)  It  shall  have  all  open- 
ings effectively  screened  including  outward-opening,  self-closing  doors, 
unless  other  effective  means  are  provided  to  prevent  the  entrance 
of  flies,  (e)  It  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purposes  than  those 
specified  above  except  as  may  be  approved  by  the  health  officer; 
shall  not  open  directly  into  a  stable  or  into  any  room  used  for 
domestic  purposes;  shall  have  water  piped  into  it;  shall  be  provided 
with  adequate  facilities  for  the  heating  of  water  for  the  cleaning 
of  utensils;  shall  be  equipped  with  two-compartment  stationary  wash 
and  rinse  vats.  Stationary  shall  mean  stationary  with  respect  to 
frame  and  legs  holding  vat,  rather  than  position  in  milk  house. 

Item  9r.  Milk  house  or  room,  cleanliness  and  flies.  The  floors, 
walls,  ceilings,  and  equipment  of  the  milk  house  or  room  shall  be 
kept  clean  at  all  times.  All  means  necessary  for  the  elimination  of 
flies  shall  be  used. 

Item  lOr.  Toilet.  Every  dairy  farm  shall  be  provided  with 
one  or  more  sanitary  toilets  conveniently  located  and  properly  con- 
structed, operated,  and  maintained,  so  that  the  waste  is  inaccessible 
to  flies  and  does  not  pollute  the  surface  or  contaminate  any  water 
supply. 

Item  llr.  Water  supply.  The  water  supply  for  the  milk  room 
and  dairy  barn  shall  be  properly  located,  constructed,  and  operated, 
and  shall  be  easily  accessible,  adequate,  and  of  a  safe  sanitary  quality. 

Item  12r.  Utensils,  construction.  All  multi-use  containers  or 
other  utensils  used  in  the  handling,  storage,  or  transportation  of 
milk  or  milk  products  must  be  made  of  smooth  nonabsorbent  material 
and  of  such  construction  as  to  be  easily  cleaned,  and  must  be  in 
good  repair.  Joints  and  seams  shall  be  soldered  flush.  Woven  wire 
cloth  shall  not  be  used  for  straining  milk.  All  milk  pails  shall  be 
of  a  small-mouth  design  approved  by  the  health  officer. 

Item  13r.  Utensils,  cleaning.  All  multi-use  containers,  equip- 
ment and  other  utensils  used  in  the  handling,  storage,  or  transporta- 
tion of  milk  and  milk  products  must  be  thoroughly  cleaned  after  each 
usage. 
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Item  14r.  Utensils,  bactericidal  treatment.  All  multi-use  con- 
tainers, equipment,  and  other  utensils  used  in  the  handling,  storage, 
or  transportation  of  milk  or  milk  products  shall  between  each  usage 
be  subjected  to  an  approved  bactericidal  process  with  steam,  hot 
water,  chlorine,  or  hot  air. 

Item  15r.  Utensils,  storage.  All  containers  and  other  utensils 
used  in  the  handling,  storage,  or  transportation  of  milk  or  milk  prod- 
ucts shall  be  stored  so  as  not  to  become  contaminated  before  being 
used. 

Item  16r.  Utensils,  handling.  After  bactericidal  treatment  no 
container  or  other  milk  or  milk  product  utensil  shall  be  handled  in 
such  manner  as  to  permitt  any  part  of  any  person  or  his  clothing 
to  come  in  contact  with  any  surface  with  which  milk  or  milk  products 
come  in  contact. 

Item    17r.     Milking,    udders    and    teats,    abnormal    milk.     The 

udders  and  teats  of  all  milking  cows  shall  be  clean  and  rinsed  with 
a  bactericidal  solution  at  the  time  of  milking.  Abnormal  milk  shall 
be  kept  out  of  the  milk  supply  and  shall  be  so  handled  and  disposed 
of  as  to  preclude  the  infection  of  the  cows  and  the  contamination  of 
milk  utensils. 

Item  18r.  Milking,  flanks.  The  flanks,  bellies,  and  tails  of 
all  milking  cows  shall  be  free  from  visible  dirt  at  the  time  of  milking. 

Item  19r.  Milkers'  hands.  Milkers'  hands  shall  be  clean,  rinsed 
with  a  bactericidal  solution,  and  dried  with  a  clean  towel  immediately 
before  milking  and  following  any  interruption  in  the  milking  opera- 
tion. Wet-hand  milking  is  prohibited.  Convenient  facilities  shall  be 
provided  for  the  washing  of  milkers'  hands. 

Item  20r.  Clean  clothing.  Milkers  and  milk  handlers  shall 
wear  clean  outer  garments  while  milking  or  handling  milk,  milk 
products,  containers,  utensils,  or  equipment. 

Item  21r.     Milk  stools.     Milk  stools  shall  be  kept  clean. 

Item  22r.  Removal  of  milk.  Each  pail  of  milk  shall  be  re- 
moved immediately  to  the  milk  house  or  straining  room.  No  milk 
shall  be  strained  or  poured  in  the  dairy  barn. 

Item  23r.  Cooling.  If  milk  is  delivered  to  a  milk  plant  or  re- 
ceiving station  for  pasteurization  or  separation,  it  must  be  delivered 
within  two  (2)  hours  after  completion  of  milking  or  cooled  to  70°  F. 
or  less  and  maintained  at  that  average  temperature  until  delivered. 
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Item  24r.  Miscellaneous.  All  vehicles  used  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  insulated  and  so  constructed 
and  operated  as  to  protect  their  contents  from  the  sun  and  from 
contamination. 

The  immediate  surroundings  of  the  dairy  shall  be  kept  in  a 
neat,  clean  condition. 

(c)  Grade  B  raw  milk.  Grade  B  raw  milk  is  raw  milk  which 
violates  the  bacterial  standard  for  grade  A  raw  milk,  provided  that 
its  average  bacterial  plate  count,  as  determined  under  sections  1(S) 
and  6,  does  not  exceed  1,000,000  per  cubic  centimeter,  or  its  average 
direct  microscopic  count  does  not  exceed  1,000,000  per  cubic  centi- 
meter if  clumps  are  counted  or  4,000,000  per  cubic  centimeter  if 
individual  organisms  are  counted,  or  its  average  reduction  time  is 
not  less  than  three  and  one-half  (3^)  hours,  and  which  complies 
with  all  other  requirements  for  grade  A  raw  milk  except  the  pro- 
vision for  abortion  testing  of  item  lr. 

(d)  Grade  C  raw  milk.  Grade  C  raw  milk  is  raw  milk  which 
violates  any  of  the  requirements  for  grade  B  raw  milk,  and  which 
shall  be  plainly  labeled  "cooking  only." 

(e)  Certified  milk-pasteurized.  Certified  milk  pasteurized  is 
certified  milk-raw  which  has  been  pasteurized,  cooled  and  bottled 
in  a  milk  plant  conforming  with  the  requirements  for  grade  A  pas- 
teurized milk. 

(f)  Grade  A  pasteurized  milk.  Grade  A  pasteurized  milk  is 
grade  A  raw  milk  which  has  been  pasteurized  thirty-six  (36)  hours 
after  production,  cooled,  and  bottled  in  a  milk  plant  conforming  with 
all  of  the  following  items  of  sanitation  and  the  average  bacterial 
plate  count  of  which  at  no  time  after  pasteurization  and  until  de- 
livery exceeds  30,000  per  cubic  centimeter,  as  determined  under 
sections  1  (S)  and  6. 

The  grading  of  a  pasteurized  milk  supply  shall  include  the 
inspection  of  receiving  and  collecting  stations  with  respect  to  items 
lp  to  14p,  inclusive,  and  17p,  19p,  22p,  and  23p,  except  that  the 
partitioning  requirement  of  item  5p  shall  not  apply. 

Item  lp.  Floors.  The  floors  of  all  rooms  in  which  milk  or 
milk  products  are  handled  or  stored  or  in  which  milk  utensils  are 
washed  shall  be  constructed  of  concrete  or  other  equally  impervious 
and  easily  cleaned  material  and  shall  be  smooth,  properly  drained, 
provided  with  trapped  drains,  and  kept  clean. 
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Item  2p.  Walls  and  ceilings.  Walls  and  ceilings  of  rooms  in 
which  milk  or  milk  products  are  handled  or  stored  or  in  which  milk 
utensils  are  washed  shall  have  a  smooth,  washable,  light-colored  sur- 
face and  shall  be  kept  clean. 

Item  3p.  Doors  and  windows.  Unless  other  effective  means 
are  provided  to  prevent  the  access  of  flies,  all  openings  into  the 
outer  air  shall  be  effectively  screened  and  doors  shall  be  self-closing. 

Item  4p.  Lighting  and  ventilation.  All  rooms  shall  be  well 
lighted  and  ventilated. 

Item    5p.     Miscellaneous    protection    from    contamination.     The 

various  milk-plant  operations  shall  be  so  located  and  conducted  as  to 
prevent  any  contamination  of  the  milk  or  of  the  cleaned  equipment. 
All  means  necessary  for  the  elimination  of  flies  shall  be  used.  There 
shall  be  separate  rooms  for  (a)  the  pasteurizing,  processing,  cooling, 
and  bottling  operations,  and  (b)  the  washing  and  bactericidal  treat- 
ment of  containers.  C  ans  of  raw  milk  shall  not  be  unloaded  directly 
into  the  pasteurizing  room.  Pasteurized  milk  or  milk  products  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  come  in  contact  with  equipment  with  which  un- 
pasteurized milk  or  milk  products  have  been  in  contact,  unless  such 
equipment  has  first  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  subjected  to  bac- 
tericidal treatment.  Rooms  in  which  milk,  milk  products,  cleaned 
utensils,  or  containers  are  handled  or  stored  shall  not  open  directly 
into  any  stable  or  living  quarters.  The  pasteurization  plant  shall  be 
used  for  no  other  purposes  than  the  processing  of  milk  and  milk 
products  and  the  operations  incident  thereto,  except  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  health  officer. 

Item  6p.  Toilet  facilities.  Every  milk  plant  shall  be  provided 
with  toilet  facilities  conforming  with  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis.  Toilet  rooms  shall  not  open  directly  into  any  room  in 
which  milk,  milk  products,  equipment,  or  containers  are  handled  or 
stored.  The  doors  of  all  toilet  rooms  shall  be  self-closing.  Toilet 
rooms  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  condition,  in  good  repair,  and  well 
ventilated.  In  case  privies  or  earth  closets  are  used,  they  shall  be 
separate  from  the  building,  and  shall  be  of  a  sanitary  type  con- 
structed and  operated  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  item 
lOr  grade  A  raw  milk. 

Item  7p.  Water  supply.  The  water  supply  shall  be  easily 
accessible,  adequate,  and  of  a  safe,  sanitary  quality. 

Item  8p.  Hand-washing  facilities.  Convenient  hand-washing 
facilities  shall  be  provided,  including  warm  running  water,  soap,  and 
approved  sanitary  towels.    The  use  of  a  common  towel  is  prohibited. 
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Item  9p.  Sanitary  piping.  All  piping  used  to  conduct  milk 
or  milk  products  shall  be  "sanitary  milk  piping"  of  a  type  which  can 
be  easily  cleaned  with  a  brush. 

Item  lOp.     Construction  and  repair  of  containers  and  equipment. 

All  multi-use  containers  and  equipment  with  which  milk  or  milk- 
products  come  in  contact  shall  be  construed  in  such  manner  as  to 
be  easily  cleaned  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair. 

Item  lip.  Disposal  of  wastes.  All  wastes  shall  be  properly 
disposed  of. 

Item  12p.  Cleaning  and  bactericidal  treatment  of  containers 
and  equipment.  All  milk  and  milk  products  containers  and  equip- 
ment except  single-service  containers,  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
after  each  usage.  All  containers  shall  be  subjected  to  an  approved 
bactericidal  process  after  each  cleaning  and  all  equipment  imme- 
diately before  each  usage.  When  empty  and  before  being  returned 
to  a  producer  by  a  milk  plant  each  container  shall  be  effectively 
cleaned  and  subjected  to  bactericidal  treatment. 

Item  13p.  Storage  of  containers  and  equipment.  After  bac- 
tericidal treatment  all  bottles,  cans,  and  other  multi-use  milk  or 
milk-products  containers  and  equipment  shall  be  stored  in  such  manner 
as  to  be  protected  from  contamination. 

Item  14p.  Handling  of  containers  and  equipment.  Between 
bactericidal  treatment  and  usage,  and  during  usage,  containers  and 
equipment  shall  not  be  handled  or  operated  in  such  manner  as  to 
permit  contamination  of  the  milk. 

Item  15p.  Storage  of  caps,  parchment  paper,  and  single-service 
containers.  Milk  bottle  caps  or  cap  stock,  parchment  paper  for  milk 
cans,  and  single-service  containers  shall  be  purchased  and  stored  only 
in  sanitary  tubes  and  cartons,  respectively,  and  shall  be  kept  therein 
in  a  clean  dry  place. 

Item  16p.  Pasteurization.  Pasteurization  shall  be  performed 
as  described  in  section  1  (L)  of  this  ordinance. 

Item  17p.  Cooling.  All  milk  and  milk  products  received  for 
pasteurization  shall  immediately  be  cooled  in  approved  equipment  to 
50°  F.  or  less  and  maintained  at  that  temperature  until  pasteurized, 
unless  they  are  to  be  pasteurized  within  two  (2)  hours  after  receipt; 
and  all  pasteurized  milk  and  milk  products  shall  be  immediately 
cooled  in  approved  equipment  to  an  average  temperature  of  50°  F. 
or  less,  as  denned  in  section  1  (S),  and  maintained  thereat  until 
delivery. 
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Item  18p.  Bottling.  Bottling  of  milk  and  milk  products  shall 
be  done  at  the  place  of  pasteurization  in  approved  mechanical  equip- 
ment. 

Item  19p.  Overflow  milk.  Overflow  milk  or  milk  products 
shall  not  be  sold  for  human  consumption. 

Item  20p.  Capping.  Capping  of  milk  and  milk  products  shall 
be  done  by  approved  mechanical  equipment.  Hand  capping  is  pro- 
hibited. The  cap  or  cover  shall  cover  the  pouring  lip  to  at  least  its 
largest  diameter  within  thirty-six  (36)  months  after  passage  of  this 
ordinance. 

Item  21p.  Personnel,  health.  The  health  officer  or  a  phy- 
sician authorized  by  him  shall  examine  and  take  a  careful  morbidity 
history  of  every  person  connected  with  a  pasteurization  plant,  or 
about  to  be  employed,  whose  work  brings  him  in  contact  with  the 
production,  handling,  storage,  or  transportation  of  milk,  milk  prod- 
ucts, containers,  or  equipment.  If  such  examination  or  history  sug- 
gests that  such  person  may  be  a  carrier  of  or  infected  with  the 
organisms  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever  or  any  other  communicable 
diseases  likely  to  be  transmitted  through  milk,  he  shall  secure  ap- 
propriate specimens  of  body  discharges  and  cause  them  to  be  exam- 
ined in  a  laboratory  approved  by  him  or  by  the  state  health  author- 
ities for  such  examinations. 

Such  persons  shall  furnish  such  information,  submit  to  such 
physical  examinations,  and  submit  such  laboratory  specimens  as  the 
health  officer  may  require  for  the  purpose  of  determining  freedom 
from  infection. 

Item  22p.  Personnel,  cleanliness.  All  persons  coming  in  con- 
tact with  milk,  milk  products,  containers,  or  equipment  shall  wear 
clean  outer  garments  and  shall  keep  their  hands  clean  at  all  times 
while  thus  engaged. 

Item  23p.  Miscellaneous.  All  vehicles  used  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  so  constructed  and  operated 
as  to  protect  their  contents  from  the  sun  and  from  contamination. 
All  vehicles  used  for  the  transportation  of  milk  or  milk  products  in 
their  final  delivery  containers  shall  be  constructed  with  permanent 
tops  and  with  permanent  sides  and  back,  provided  that  openings  of 
the  size  necessary  to  pass  the  delivery  man  may  be  permitted  in  the 
sides  or  back  for  loading  and  unloading  purposes.  All  vehicles  shall 
be  kept  clean,  and  no   substance  capable   of  contaminating  milk  or 
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milk  products  shall  be  transported  with  milk  or  milk  products  in 
such  manner  as  to  permit  contamination.  All  vehicles  used  for  the 
distribution  of  milk  or  milk  products  shall  have  the  name  of  the 
distributor  prominently  displayed.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed 
.as  permitting  the  use  of  a  pleasure  car  or  sedan. 

The  immediate  surroundings  of  the  milk  plant  shall  be  kept  in 
a  neat,  clean  condition. 

(g)  Grade  B  pasteurized  milk.  Grade  B  pasteurized  milk  is 
grade  B  raw  milk  which  has  been  pasteurized,  cooled,  and  bottled 
in  a  milk  plant  conforming  with  all  of  the  requirements  for  grade  A 
pasteurized  milk,  except  the  provision  of  lip-cover  caps  in  item  20p, 
and  the  average  bacterial  plate  count  of  which  at  no  time  after 
pasteurization  and  before  delivery  exceeds  50,000  per  cubic  centi- 
meter, as  determined  under  sections  1    (S)   and  6. 

(h)  Grade  C  pasteurized  milk.  Grade  C  pasteurized  milk  is 
pasteurized  milk  which  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  grade  B 
pasteurized  milk,  and  which  shall  be  plainly  labeled  "cooking  only." 

Section  9.  Prohibiting  sale  of  milk  or  milk  products  except 
Grade  "A"  Pasteurized  after  May  16,  1940.  From  and  after  May  16, 
1940,  no  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  sold  to  the  final  consumer, 
or  to  restaurants,  soda  fountains,  grocery  stores,  or  similar  estab- 
lishments except  grade  A  pasteurized  milk.  This  section  shall  not 
be  construed  as  forbidding  the  sale  of  lower  grades  of  milk  and  milk 
products  during  temporary  periods  of  degrading  not  exceeding  thirty 
(30)  consecutive  days  or  in  emergencies  such  longer  periods  as  the 
health  officer  may  deem  necessary. 

Section  10.  Supplementary  grading  prescribed  and  regrading 
authorized.  If,  at  any  time  between  the  regular  announcements  of 
the  grades  of  milk  or  milk  products,  as  the  result  of  the  findings  of 
two  consecutive  inspections  of  any  dairy  or  milk  plant,  or  because  the 
average  bacterial  plate  count,  the  average  direct  microscopic  count, 
the  average  reduction  time,  or  the  average  cooling  temperature  ex- 
ceeds the  limit  fixed  for  the  grade  currently  held  by  the  milk 
supply  in  question,  a  lower  grade  shall  become  justified,  in  accord- 
ance with  section  8  of  this  ordinance,  the  health  officer  shall  imme- 
diately lower  the  grade  of  such  milk  or  milk  products,  and  shall 
enforce  proper  labeling  and  placarding  thereof.- 

Any  producer  or  distributor  of  milk  or  milk  products  the  grade 
of  which  has  been  lowered  by  the  health  officer,  and  who  is  properly 
labeling  his  milk  and  milk  products,  may  at  any  time  make  application 
for  the  regrading  of  his  product. 
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Upon  receipt  of  a  satisfactory  application,  in  case  the  lowered 
grade  is  the  result  of  an  excessive  average  bacterial  plate  count, 
direct  microscopic  count,  reduction  time,  or  cooling  temperature,  the 
health  officer  shall  take  further  samples  of  the  applicant's  output, 
at  a  rate  of  not  more  than  two  samples  per  week.  The  health  officer 
shall  immediately  regrade  the  milk  or  milk  product  upward  when- 
ever the  average  of  the  last  four  sample  results  indicates  the 
necessary  quality. 

In  case  the  lowered  grade  of  the  applicant's  product  is  due  to  a 
violation  of  an  item  of  the  specifications  prescribed  in  section  8, 
other  than  average  bacterial  plate  count,  direct  microscopic  count, 
reduction  time,  or  cooling  temperature,  the  said  application  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  statement  signed  by  the  applicant  to  the  effect 
that  the  violated  item  of  the  specifications  has  been  conformed  with. 
Within  one  week  of  the  receipt  of  such  an  application  and  statement 
the  health  officer  shall  make  a  reinspection  of  the  applicant's  estab- 
lishment, and  thereafter  as  many  additional  reinspections  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  to  assure  himself  that  the  applicant  is  again  com- 
plying with  the  higher  grade  requirements,  and,  in  case  the  findings 
justify,  shall  regrade  the  milk  or  milk  products  upward. 

Section  11.  Transferring  or  dipping  milk;  delivery  containers; 
handling  of  more  than  one  grade;  delivery  of  milk  at  quarantined 
residences.  Except  as  permitted  in  this  section,  no  milk  producer  or 
distributor  shall  transfer  milk  or  milk  products  from  one  container 
to  another  on  the  street,  or  in  any  vehicle  or  store,  or  in  any  place 
except  a  bottling  or  milk  room  especially  used  for  that  purpose.  The 
sale  of  dip  milk  is  hereby  prohibited. 

All  pasteurized  milk  and  milk  products  shall  be  placed  in  their 
final  delivery  containers  in  the  plant  in  which  they  are  pasteurized. 
Milk  and  milk  products  sold  in  the  distributor's  containers  in  quan- 
tities less  than  one  (1)  gallon  shall  be  delivered  in  standard  milk 
bottles.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  hotels,  soda  fountains,  restaurants, 
groceries,  and  similar  establishments  to  sell  or  serve  any  milk  or 
milk  product  except  in  the  original  container  in  which  it  was  received 
from  the  distributor  or  from  a  bulk  container  equipped  with  an  ap- 
proved dispensing  device;  provided  that  this  requirement  shall  not 
apply  to  cream  consumed  on  the  premises,  which  may  be  served  from 
the  original  bottle  or  from  a  dispenser  approved  for  such  service. 

No  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  permitted  to  come  in  contact 
with  equipment  with  which  a  lower  grade  of  milk  or  milk  products 
has  been  in  contact  unless  such  equipment  has  first  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  subjected  to  bactericidal  treatment. 
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Bottled  milk  or  milk  products,  if  stored  in  water,  shall  be  so 
stored  that  the  tops  of  the  bottles  will  not  be  submerged. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  to  whom  milk  or  milk  prod- 
ucts are  delivered  to  clean  thoroughly  the  containers  in  which  such 
milk  or  milk  products  are  delivered  before  returning  such  containers. 
Apparatus,  containers,  equipment,  and  utensils  used  in  the  handling, 
storage,  processing,  or  transporting  of  milk  or  milk  products  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  without  the  permission  of  the 
health  officer. 

The  delivery  of  milk  or  milk  products  to  and  the  collection 
of  milk  or  milk-products  containers  from  quarantined  residences 
shall   be   subject   to   the   special   requirements   of  the   health   officer. 

Section  12.  Milk  and  milk  products  from  points  beyond  the 
limits  of  routine  inspection  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Milk  and 
milk  products  from  points  beyond  the  limits  of  routine  inspection  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  may  not  be  sold  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
or  its  police  jurisdiction,  unless  produced  and/or  pasteurized  under 
provisions  equivalent  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance;  pro- 
vided that  the  health  officer  shall  satisfy  himself  that  the  health 
officer  having  jurisdiction  over  the  production  and  processing  is 
properly  enforcing  such  provisions. 

Section  13.  Notification  of  disease.  Notice  shall  be  sent  to  the 
health  officer  immediately  by  any  producer  or  distributor  of  milk  or 
milk  products  upon  whose  dairy  farm  or  in  whose  milk  plant  any 
infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable  disease  occurs. 

Section  14.  Future  dairies  and  milk  plants.  All  dairies  and 
milk  plants  from  which  milk  or  milk  products  are  supplied  to  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  which  are  hereafter  constructed,  reconstructed, 
or  extensively  altered  shall  conform  in  their  construction  to  the  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance  for  grade  A  pasteurization  plants. 
Properly  prepared  plans  for  all  dairies  and  milk  plants  which  are 
hereafter  constructed,  reconstructed,  or  extensively  altered  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  health  officer  for  approval  before  work  is  begun. 
In  the  case  of  milk  plants  signed  approval  shall  be  obtained  from 
the  health  officer  and/or  the  state  health  department. 

Sec.  15.  Procedure  when  infection  suspected.  When  suspicion 
arises  as  to  the  possibility  of  transmission  of  infection  from  any 
person  concerned  with  the  handlling  of  milk  or  milk  products,  the 
health  officer  is  authorized  to   require  any  or  all   of  the  following 
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measures:  (1)  the  immediate  exclusion  of  that  person  from  milk 
handling,  (2)  the  immediate  exclusion  of  the  milk  supply  concerned 
from  distribution  and  use,  (3)  adequate  medical  and  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  person,  of  his  associates,  and  of  his  and  their 
body  discharges. 

Section  16.  Enforcement.  This  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  by 
the  health  officer  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
and  any  rules  and  regulations  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Health  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  17.  Unconstitutionality  clause.  Should  any  section, 
paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  phrase  of  this  ordinance  be  de- 
clared unconstitutional  or  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remainder  of 
said  ordinance   shall  not  be   affected  thereby. 

Section  18.  Repeal.  Sections  544  through  563,  inclusive,  of 
General  Ordinance  No.  121,  1925,  all  sections  of  General  Ordinance 
No.  93,  1927,  except  sections  7,  8,  9,  10  and  19,  General  Ordinance 
No.  18,  1928,  and  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  Penalty.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  asso- 
ciation violating  any. of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon 
conviction,  for  the  first  offense  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars 
($25.00);  for  the  second  offense,  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  ($25.00)  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00);  and  for  a  third 
and  subsequent  offenses,  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
and  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  (30) 
days  nor  more  than  ninety  (90)  days. 

Section  20.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  mayor,  and 
publication  according  to  law.

INTRODUCTION  OF  RESOLUTIONS 
By  the  City  Controller: 

RESOLUTION  No.  6,  1939 
A  RESOLUTION  accepting  the  proposal  of  the  United  States  Hous- 
ing Authority  to  annual  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  with  respect 
to  the  Lockefield  Garden  Apartments. 
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WHEREAS,  the  United  States  Housing  Authority  under  date  of 
May  11,  1939,  addressed  a  written  proposal  to  Mayor  Reginald 
H.  Sullivan  in  which  that  Authority  offered  to  pay  the  State 
of  Indiana,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  the  County  of  Marion,  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  Center  Township  of  Marion 
County  an  annual  sum  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  ad  valorem  real 
estate  taxation  against  the  PWA  Housing  Division  Project 
known  as  the  Lockefield  Garden  Apartments  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis;  and 

WHEREAS,  according  to  such  proposal  the  annual  payment  to  be 
made  in  lieu  of  taxes  is  to  be  in  an  amount  equal  to  five  per 
centum  ( 5  % )  of  the  total  annual  shelter  rentals  received  from 
the  operation  of  the  said  Lockefield  Garden  Apartments  based 
upon  one  hundred  per  centum  (100%)  occupancy  of  the  said 
Lockefield  Garden  Apartments,  which  annual  payment  amounts 
to  $7,074.00  for  the  period  from  February  16,  1938,  to  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1939;  and

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  authorized  by  the  Housing 
Cooperation  Act  of  Indiana,  Chapter  209,  Acts  of  1937,  ap- 
proved March  11,  1937,  to  accept  the  aforementioned  proposal 
of  the  United  States  Housing  Authority,  as  amended;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  desires 
and    hereby    determines    to    accept    said    proposal    as    amended; 

NOW,   THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  the  proposal  of  the  United  States  Housing 
Authority  to  make  annual  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  Marion 
County  for  distribution  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  County  of  Marion,  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 
Center  Township  of  Marion  County  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  ad  valorem 
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real  estate  taxation  against  the  PWA  Housing  Division  Project 
known  as  the  Lockefield  Garden  Apartments  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis set  forth  in  a  letter  addressed  to  Mayor  Reginald  H. 
Sullivan  under  date  of  May  11,  1939,  as  amended  by  a  letter  ad- 
dressed to  Mayor  Reginald  H.  Sullivan  under  date  of  May  24,  1939, 
be  and  the  same  hereby  is  approved  and  accepted  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  2.  That  said  proposal  of  the  United  States  Housing 
Authority  as  amended,  which  is  hereby  approved  and  accepted,  is 
as  follows: 

(1)  The  United  States  Housing  Authority  will  pay 
in  lieu  of  any  and  all  ad  valorem  real  estate  taxation 
against  the  Lockefield  Garden  Apartments  by  the  State 
of  Indiana  and  its  political  subdivisions,  an  annual  sum 
equal  to  5%  of  the  total  annual  shelter  rentals,  based 
upon  100%  occupancy  of  the  project. 

(2)  Such  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  accrue  from 
February  16,  1938,  the  date  of  the  initial  occupancy  of 
Lockefield  Garden  Apartments  by  tenants. 

(3)  Such  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  be  made 
solely  from  revenues  derived  from  the  operation  of  Locke- 
field Garden  Apartments. 

(4)  Payment  of  the  first  annual  sum  for  the  period 
from  February  16,  1938,  to  February  16,  1939,  shall  be 
made  immediately  upon  the  acceptance  of  this  proposal 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth  and  the  dates  of  the 
payments  for  subsequent  years  shall  be  made  at  such 
times  as  are  mutually  satisfactory. 

(5)  Lockefield  Garden  Apartments  and  the  tenants 
thereof  shall  be  furnished  all  of  the  public  services  which 
are  furnished  to  other  property  owners  and  inhabitants 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
fire,  police  and  health  protection  and  services,  school  ana 
other  educational  facilities,  sewer  facilities  and  street 
maintenance   and   cleaning. 

(c)  This  proposal  shall  be  effective  upon  its  valid 
acceptance  by  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis,  Marion   County,   Indiana,   the   Board   of   School   Com- 
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missioners  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  Center  Town- 
ship of  Marion  County,  Indiana.  The  annual  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes  to  be  made  pursuant  to  this  proposal  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  County  and  shall  be 
distributed  by  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  County  to  the 
above-mentioned  taxing  bodies  in  such  proportion  that 
each  taxing  body  will  receive  from  the  total  payment  here- 
under, the  same  proportion  as  said  taxing  bodies'  ad 
valorem  tax  rate  bears  to  the  total  ad  valorem  tax  rate 
which  would  be  levied  against  the  Lockefield  Garden 
Apartments  if  the  project  were  subject  to  normal  taxation. 

(7)  This  proposal  if  accepted  shall  be  effective  for 
a  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  initial  occupancy 
of  Lockefield  Garden  Apartments,  by  tenants,  viz.,  from 
February  16,  1938. 

Section  3.     This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage  and  approval  by  the  mayor.

Plans  and  estimates  submitted  to  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer for  approval  of  work  to  be  done  under  private  contract, 
shall  be  prepared  and  certified  by  a  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  permit  fee  for  a  residential  driveway  shall  be 
One  Dollar  ($1.00)  for  a  driveway  twelve  (12)  feet  or 
less  in  width,  and  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  for  a  driveway  more 
than  twelve  (12)  feet  in  width.

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  now  owns  and  operates  the 
Citizens  Gas  &  Coke  Utility,  a  public  utility  for  the  manufac- 
ture, sale  and  distribution  of  gas  for  heat  and  light  to  con- 
sumers in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and 
territory  adjacent  thereto  but  not  more  than  six  miles  beyond;

WHEREAS,  Citizens  Gas  Company,  an  Indiana  corporation  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  the  public  utility  business,  and 
in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  with  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
whereby  a  public  charitable  trust  was  created  for  the  manu- 
facture, sale  and  distribution  of  gas  for  heat  and  light  to  the 
consumers  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  upon  demand  by 
said  City  of  Indianapolis,  turned  over  all  the  property  of  said 
Citizens  Gas  Company,  including  the  plant,  equipment  and 
pipe  lines,  to  said  City,  as  successor  trustee  of  said  public 
charitable  trust:  and 
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WHEREAS,  Indianapolis  Gas  Company  is  an  Indiana  corporation  en- 
gaged in  the  public  utility  business  and  operating  under  an  in- 
determinate permit  from  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Indiana  and  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  sale  and  distribu- 
tion of  gas  to  the  consumers  of  Indianapolis  and  adjacent  ter- 
ritory; and 

WHEREAS.  Citizens  Gas  Company  had  entered  into  a  lease  with 
Indianapolis  Gas  Company  for  a  term  of  ninety-nine  years  which 
lease  was  entered  into  prior  to  the  time  that  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis as  Trustee  took  over  the  Citizens  Gas  Company,  and 
wiiich  lease  was  declared  to  be  ultra  vires  and  void  as  to  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  as  Trustee  of  a  public  charitable  trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  distribution  system  and  other  property  of  Indianap- 
olis Gas  Company  are  now  being  used  by  the  Citizens  Gas  & 
Coke  Utility  in  order  to  serve  with  gas  a  substantial  number 
of  gas  consumers  who  are  residents  of  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis and  territory  adjacent  thereto  but  not  more  than  six  miles 
beyond;  and

OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  THAT: 


Section  1.  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  ordains  that  it  is  expedient,  and  a  public  convenience  and 
necessity  require  such  utility  and  public  convenience  and  necessity 
exist,  that  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  purchase  or  condemn 
and  operate  the  utility  property  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Company 
used  and  useful  in  manufacturing,  supplying  and  distributing  gas 
and  gas  service  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  the  inhabitants 
of  said  city  who  are  gas  consumers,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  terri- 
tory adjacent  to  said  city  but  not  extending  more  than  six  miles 
beyond,  which  property  includes  the  following: 
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1.  A  part  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  Section  twen- 
ty-six (26),  Township  sixteen  (16)  north,  Range  three  (3) 
east,  containing  twenty-seven  and  one-tenth  (27.1)  acres 
more  or  less,  bounded  on  the  southwest  by  the  right  of 
way  of  the  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.,  on  the  north  by  Fall 
Creek,  on  the  east  by  a  broken  line  composed  of  Violet 
Street,  a  line  between  lots  40  and  41  and  an  alley,  and 
on  the  south  by  Langsdale  Avenue,  described  more  particu- 
larly as  follows,  to-wit:  Beginning  at  a  point  in  Fall 
Creek  where  the  north  line  of  the  south  half  of  the  south- 
west quarter  of  Section  twenty-six  (26),  Township  sixteen 
(16)  north,  Range  three  (3)  east,  intersects  the  center  line 
of  the  right  of  way  of  the  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R. ;  thence 
east  thirty-seven  and  six-tenths  (37.6)  feet  more  or  less, 
on  the  said  north  line  of  the  said  south  half  of  the  said  south- 
west quarter  of  said  Section  Twenty-six  (26)  to  the  point 
of  beginning;  thence  east  seventy-two  (72)  feet,  more  or 
less,  along  the  said  north  line  of  the  south  half  of  the 
southwest  quarter  of  Section  twenty-six  (26)  to  a  point 
in  Fall  Creek;  thence  northeast  one  hundred  sixty-one 
(161)  feet  more  or  less,  to  a  point  one  hundred  sixty 
(160)  feet  north  of  the  said  north  line  of  the  south  half  of 
the  said  southwest  quarter  of  Section  twenty-six  (26),  said 
point  being  on  the  west  edge  of  an  island  in  Fall  Creek 
which  is  the  east  side  of  the  west  channel  of  said  Creek; 
thence  seven  hundred  forty-eight  (748)  feet  east  and  across 
the  island  in  Fall  Creek  parallel  to  the  said  north  line  of 
the  south  half  of  the  said  southwest  quarter  of  said  Sec- 
tion twenty-six  (26)  and  one  hundred  sixty  (160)  feet 
north  thereof,  measured  perpendicularly,  to  a  point  on  the 
west  side  of  Fall  Creek;  thence  southeast  along  the  west 
side  of  Fall  Creek  one  hundred  eighty-eight  (188)  feet 
more  or  less,  to  a  point  in  the  north  line  of  the  south  half 
of  the  said  southwest  quarter  of  Section  twenty-six  (26); 
thence  east  sixty-one  and  ninety  hundredths  (61.90)  feet 
along  the  said  north  line  of  the  south  half  of  the  said 
southwest  quarter  of  Section  twenty-six  (26)  to  a  point 
in  the  said  Fall  Creek;  thence  southeast  five  hundred  (500) 
feet  in  the  channel  of  the  said  Fall  Creek  to  a  point;  thence 
south  of  each  three  hundred  (300)  feet  in  the  channel  of 
the  said  Fall  Creek  to  a  point  in  the  west  line,  extended, 
of  the  first  alley  abandoned  west  of  Violet  Street;  said 
point  is  nine  hundred  (900)  feet  north  from  the  south  line 
of  the  said  Section  twenty-six  (26)  measured  along  the 
west  side  of  the  said  abandoned  alley  west  of  Violet  Street; 
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thence  west  of  south  one  hundred  sixty  (160)  feet  along 
the  west  line,  extended,  of  the  said  abandoned  alley,  first 
west  of  Violet  Street,  to  a  point  of  intersection  of  the 
north  line  of  another  abandoned  alley  west  of  the  said 
Violet  Street  and  on  the  southwest  shore  line  of  Fall 
Creek;  thence  one  hundred  forty-five  (145)  feet  more  or 
less,  south  of  east  along  the  north  line  of  said  abandoned 
alley  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Violet  Street;  thence 
two  hundred  sixty-seven  (267)  feet  more  or  less,  south 
along-  the  west  line  of  Violet  Street  to  a  point  in  the  south 
line  of  Wilmington  Street;  thence  east  twenty-five  and 
forty-five  hundredths  (25.45)  feet  along  the  south  line  of 
Wilmington  Street  to  a  point  in  the  line  between  lots  Nos. 
40  and  41;  thence  south  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  feet 
along  the  line  between  lots  Nos.  40  and  41  to  a  point  in 
the  north  line  of  the  alley,  said  point  being  southeast  cor- 
ner of  lot  No.  41;  thence  west  one  hundred  five  (105)  feet 
along  the  north  line  of  the  said  alley  which  is  the  south 
line  of  lots  No.  41,  42,  43  and  44  to  a  point  in  the  center 
of  the  south  line  of  Lot  No.  44,  said  lots  being  a  part  of 
Joshua  W.  Langsdale's  Addition  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
according  to  a  Subdivision  of  a  part  of  the  south  half  of 
the  southwest  quarter  of  Section  twenty-six  (26)  in  Town- 
ship Sixteen  (16)  north,  Range  three  (3)  east,  as  recorded 
in  Plat  Book  seven,  page  48  in  Marion  County  Recorder's 
office  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.;  thence  south  one  hundred 
thirty-five  (135)  feet  along  a  line  which  is  the  center  line 
of  lot  21,  and  fifteen  (15)  feet  east  of  the  west  line  of 
said  lot  21  to  a  point  on  the  north  line  of  Langsdale  Ave- 
nue; thence  west  four  hundred  twenty-five  and  ninety- 
eight  hundredths  (425.98)  feet  along  the  north  line  of  the 
said  Langsdale  Avenue  to  a  point  where  the  said  Langs- 
dale  Avenue  turns  southwest;  thence  southwest  sixty- three 
and  ninety-three  hundredths  (63.93)  feet  along  the  north- 
west line  of  the  said  Langsdale  Avenue  to  a  point  in  the 
northeast  right  of  way  line  of  the  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.; 
thence  southwest  along  the  northeast  right  of  way  line  of 
the  said  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  one  thousand  six  hundred 
eighty-five  (1685)  feet  more  or  less,  to  a  point  in  the 
north  line  of  the  south  half  of  the  southwest  quarter  of 
said  Section  twenty-six  (26),  which  is  the  point  of  be- 
ginning. 

2.  Parcel  A  is  composed  of  Block  B  in  Langsdale 
Estate  Partition  Subdivision  of  part  of  the  south  half  of 
the  southwest  quarter  of  Section  twenty-six   (26),  Town- 
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ship  sixteen  (16)  north,  Range  three  (3)  east,  containing 
twenty-six  (26)  acres  more  or  less,  according  to  a  Sub- 
division and  Plat  made  by  the  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Marion  Circuit  Court  in  Cause  No.  6115,  Order 
Book  99,  page  147,  as  shown  in  Plat  Book  10,  page  172, 
in  the  Recorder's  Office  of  Marion  County,  Ind.,  all  sub- 
ject to  the  right  of  way  of  the  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.

and  six-tenths  (109.6)  feet  east  of  the  center  of  the  C.  C.  C. 
&  St.  L.  R.  R.  and  fifty-six  and  five-tenths  (56.5)  feet 
east  of  the  west  abutment  of  the  Fall  Creek  bridge,  as 
then  located;  thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  said 
north  quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  Section  twenty-

southwest  quarter  of  Section  twenty-six  (26),  Township 
sixteen  (16)  north,  Range  three  (3)  east,  and  addition 
to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  recorded  in  Plat  Book  7,  page 
48  in  the  Recorder's  office  of  Marion  County,  plus  also 
the  abandoned  alleys  and  part  of  Wilmington  Street  aban- 
doned within  the  plant  area. 

3.     Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  northeast  right  of 
way  line  of  the  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  intersects  the  south 
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line  of  Section  twenty-six  (26),  Township  sixteen  (16) 
north,  Range  three  (3)  east;  thence  east  one  hundred 
sixty  (160)  feet  more  or  less,  to  the  west  line  of  the  first 
alley;  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  one  hundred  twenty- 
one  (121)  feet  more  or  less  along  the  west  line  of  the  said 
alley  to  a  point  in  the  south  line  of  the  said  Langsdale 
Avenue;  thence  west  two  hundred  nineteen  and  nine-tenths 
(219.9)  feet  along  the  south  line  of  the  said  Langsdale 
Avenue  to  a  point  where  the  said  Langsdale  Avenue  turns 
southwest;  thence  southwest  sixty-five  and  twenty-one 
hundredths  (65.21)  feet  along  the  southeast  side  of  the 
said  Langsdale  Avenue  to  a  point  in  the  northeast  right 
of  way  line  of  the  said  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.;  thence 
southeast  one  hundred  twenty-seven  and  four  hundredths 
(127.04)  feet  along  the  northeast  right  of  way  line  of  the 


said  C.   C.   C.   &   St.  L.   R.  R.   to  the  point  of  beginning, 
containing  six-tenths    (0.6)   acres  more  or  less. 

4.  Parcel  B  consists  of  about  six-tenths  (0.6)  acres, 
a  small  part  Block  B,  lying  south  of  and  adjacent  to 
Langsdale  Avenue  and  east  of  and  adjacent  to  the  right 
of  way  of  the  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.,  now  used  as  a  pipe 
storage  yard,  and  described  more  particularly,  to-wit: 
Block  B  is  in  the  Langsdale  Estate  Partition  Subdivision 
of  part  of  the  south  half  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  Sec- 
tion twenty-six  (26),  Township  sixteen  (16)  north,  Range 
three  (3)  east,  according  to  Marion  Circuit  Court,  Cause 
No.  6115,  Order  Book  99,  page  147,  Plat  Book  10,  page  172 
in  the  Marion  County  Recorder's  office  at  Indianapolis, 
Ind. 


5.  All  of  the  equipment  of  said  Indianapolis  Gas 
Company  used  and  useful  in  the  manufacture  and  distri- 
bution of  gas  to  consumers  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  six 
miles  beyond  the  corporate  limits  and  adjacent  to  said 
municipality. 


6.  All  of  the  equipment,  including  but  not  limited  to, 
tools,  vehicles,  and  other  accessory  items  used  and  useful 
as   maintenance   equipment. 
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7.  All  the  distribution  system,  including  but  not 
limited  to,  piping,  outlets  and  other  property  used  and 
useful  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  gas. 


Section  2.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Utilities  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  is  hereby  empowered  to  proceed  toward  the 
purchase  or  condemnation  of  all  the  utility  property  as  hereinabove 
described,  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Company,  used  and  useful  in 
manufacturing  and  supplying  gas  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the 
inhabitants  of  said  city,  and  the  inhabitants  adjacent  to  said  city, 
but  not  extending  more  than  six  miles  beyond. 


Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  after  passage 
by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  approval  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

COMMUNICATIONS  FROM  CITY  OFFICIALS 

December  27,  1939. 
To  the  Honorable  President  and  Members, 
of  the  Common  Council, 
City  of  Indianapolis. 

Gentlemen : 

Attached  hereto  are  18  copies  of  Special  Ordinance  No.  15, 
1939,  which  is  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Sanitation  to  grant  an  easement  and  right-of-way  to  the  State 
of  Indiana  of  a  strip  of  ground  off  of  the  entire  east  end  or  side 
of  the  Indianapolis  Municipal  Airport. 

Said  right-of-way  is  to  be  used  by  the  State  of  Indiana  for 
highway  purposes.  We  understand  that  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion contemplates  taking  over  of  the  High  School  Road  which  abuts 
the  Airport  on  its  entire  east  side  and  further  contemplates  straight- 
ening, widening  and  in  part  relocating  said  road.  This  will  eliminate 
the  present  dangerous  bridge  crossing  over  the  railroad  tracks  be- 
tween the  Airport  and  the  National  Road. 

We  are  advised  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  that  the 
Federal  Grant  will  be  asked  for  aid  in  this  contemplated  project  and 
that  the  Highway  Commission  must  certify  that  all  necessary  rights- 
of-way  have  been  acquired  by  January  1,  1940. 

The  proposed  improved  highway  to  and  along  the  airport  will 
exceed  in  value  the  land  embraced  in  such  easement;  and  the  land  so 
to  be  granted  is  not  needed  by  said  city  for  any  other  use  or  pur- 
pose and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  its  best  use  is  for  such  proposed 
highway. 
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In  view  of  the  urgency  of  the  State  Highways  requirements  we 
respectfully  recommend  passage  of  this  ordinance  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

INTRODUCTION  OF  SPECIAL  ORDINANCES 
By  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation : 

SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  No.  15,  1939 

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  granting  of  an  easement  and 
right-of-way  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  State  of  In- 
diana of  a  certain  strip  of  land  belonging  to  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis and  now  a  part  of  its  Municipal  Airport,  to  be  used 
for  highway  purposes;  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall 
take   effect. 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  Indiana,  by  and  through  its  State  Highway 
Commission,  desires  the  immediate  grant  to  it  by  and  from 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  without  any  payment  therefor,  of  an 
easement  in  and  to  a  certain  strip  of  land  off  of  the  entire 
east  end  or  side  of  the  Indianapolis  Municipal  Airport,  where  it 
abuts  on  and  along  the  west  side  of  the  present  public  highway 
which  is  commonly  known  as  the  High  School  Road,  which 
strip  of  land  is  desired  and  intended  for  use  by  the  state  in 
straightening  and  partly  relocating  the  present  right-of-way 
of  said  highway  and  in  increasing  its  present  width  to  a  uni- 
form width  of  eighty  (80)  feet,  from  the  National  Road  on 
the  north  to  a  point  at  or  beyond  the  south  line  of  said  Mu- 
nicipal Airport,  where  it  so  abuts  on  said  highway;  and  the 
land  to  be  granted  to  be  sufficient  to  make  the  west  half  of 
such  proposed  new  right-of-way  not  less  than  forty  (40)  feet 
wide  from  the  new  center  line  thereof  to  the  new  west  line  of 
such  newly  relocated  and  widened  highway;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  Indiana  has  acquired  or  will  acquire  title 
or  grants  of  easements  in  lands  from  other  owners  thereof 
abutting  all  portions  of  said  highway,  on  one  or  both  sides 
thereof,  so  as  to  provide  the  remainder  of  such  relocated  and 
widened   right-of-way,   and   will   thereupon,   with    Federal    Aid, 
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improve  the  same  with  a  paved  roadway  of  about  thirty-six 
(36)  feet  in  width  and  a  new  viaduct  over  certain  railway  tracks, 
thereby  providing  and  maintaining,  without  any  cost  to  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  other  than  the  free  grant  of  the  easement 
herein  authorized,  an  adequate  and  straight  paved  highway  and 
approach  to  said  Municipal  Airport,  all  at  great  benefit  to  said 
city;  and  such  improved  highway  to  and  along  said  airport 
will  exceed  in  value  the  land  embraced  in  such  easement;  and 
the  land  so  to  be  granted  is  not  needed  by  said  city  for  any 
other  use  or  purpose  and  its  best  use  is  for  such  proposed 
highway;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  grant  of  Federal  Aid  to  the  State  of  Indiana  in 
such  project  is  dependent  upon  the  immediate  acquisition  of 
such  easement  and  right-of-way;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  which  are 
set  out  in  the  preamble,  which  is  herein  included  by  this  reference 
thereto,  and  without  any  further  payment,  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation,  by  resolution  thereof,  and  the  Mayor  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  proper  instrument,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  grant  and  convey  to  the  State  of 
Indiana,  for  the  purpose  and  use  described  in  the  preamble,  so  long 
as  such  use  is  continued,  an  easement  and  right-of-way  in  and  to 
the  parcel  or  strip  of  land  so  needed  and  required,  off  the  entire 
east  end  or  side  of  the  Municipal  Airport  of  Indianapolis,  where  it 
abuts  on  the  west  side  of  the  aforesaid  present  public  highway,  as 
such  land  is  more  fully  described  and  identified  by  the  public  records 
and  plats  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Marion  County 
and  by  the  records  of  said  city;  such  grant  and  conveyance  of  such 
easement,  together  with  all  rights  of  the  city  in  the  present  highway, 
to  be  of  sufficient  land  to  make  the  west  half  of  such  newly  located 
and  widened  highway,  which  will  then  abut  on  the  balance  of  said 
Municipal  Airport,  a  total  of  forty  (40)  feet  in  width  from  the  new 
center  line  to  the  new  west  line  of  the  proposed  relocated  and 
widened  highway,  all  to  be  of  the  total  width  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  mayor. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Works. 
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Mr.  Ropkey  asked  for  a  recess.  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  Ransom  and  the  Council  recessed  at  12:15 
P.  M. 

The  Council  reconvened  at  12:25  P.  M.  with  the  same 
members  present  as  before. 

MISCELLANEOUS  BUSINESS 

Mr.  Ross  made  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  for  fur- 
ther consideration  of  Special  Ordinance  No.  15,  1939. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Bach  and  passed  by 
the  following  roll  call  vote :
